Tue Rev, T. T. THOMASON ARRIVES AT Missiox Row—Hesay 
MARTYN'S SECOND AND FINAL VISIT—THOMASON AS PRIVATE CHAPLAIN TO 
Tie GOVERNOWGANERAL—IKSTITUTIONS FOUNDED. By Wii AS CHAMAIN 
OF St, JOUNS—CoRRIK AS ARCHDEACON—THOMASON’S, DEATII—CRAU- 
Fonb an Goonr. 

THe next name elosely connected with the Old Mission Chureh is that 
of the Rey; THOMAS TRUEBODY THOMASON: 

Thomason was born xt Plymouth in 1774. At the age of she wont to 
‘school in GreenWioti, At f2 he wow a silver medal for writing anit speaking. 

si Latin, At t3 he obtained a post as French intespreter ta Dr- Coke, and 
travelted. with him to the West Indies. / 

He received an Elland atholarship, and went as pupil to Mr Clark tw be 
Chealum Bois. Thence he went in October 1792 to Magdalen Callege, Came! , 
fridge. te became attached to Chatles Simeon, nnd attended bis Wrebares pn 
Natural and Revealed Roligion. 

Th India comparatively. fittle is known of Simeon j anid. yet it was from ~ 
Frinity Choreh, Cambridge, and from Simeon’s own rooms at King’s College, 
thut radiated so much of that apostolic spirit which wrought great things for 

© uidin in the early yours of the agth century. It was his privilege to awaken 
the ‘hearts and engage the alfections of men destined to achieve great 
jpieitual trumpbs. Brown, Martyn, Corsle, Thomason, Dealtry and Boyes 
were all “Sltteen’s men," and all of these were associated in more or less 
degree with the Old Mission Chucel. Simeon used playlully to speak of 
India as his own special "Diocese," as he was the meaus of sending: out so 
many men tito this part of the Mistion field, Simeon was particolarly 
interested in the welfare of the Old Mission Church, which retained his 
affectionate Interest tll the-eni, One of our Old Church deeds appointing 
. few ‘Trustees was signed in| his rooms at King’s College and bears his

‘chuplainey was offered to Mr, Buchanan, who went, as we have seen, to 


‘Barrackpore, but asslated largely at the Old Church, r 


‘Thomason was sth Weangler, and was ordainod as curate to Mr. Simeon in 
Ocrober 1796, He was made Follb\yand)Tutor of Queen's College: He married 
Miss Fawcett of Sealeby Castle in Januury 1799, For 12 yeurs he was éurate 
to Simeon at: Trinity Church and Stapleford. ‘Qt all Simvou's disciples, 
Thomason was thé one who enjoyed (he mest intimate friemdihl with bin. 
He loved Thomason as a som, Thomason had indeed “auch a loveable 
spirits He was xo gentle, ‘90 bumblo, so little selfish, so little envious, 1f would 
tuaye been difficult not ter Haye fii." 

“His life with Simeon was so entirely happy and congenial to him, shat 
fe was very Wath to break it off, But in 2808 when he was again offered 
the chaplainey of the Old Church, he accepted fl, “Mr. and Mes, ‘Thomaon 
sailed in the ship Zramers, which was: lost off Cape Negraisy and those on 
hotrd hada murveltoud escape. The Thorusons arrived im Caleutta’ on 
November +9, 10K having lost all they powessed except: the lothns 
they had on, to finds furtished house all ready for them and a. warm 
welcome from Me Brown, “Wh toll ux to look round the walle—tho 
furniture and the house werr gars. Tt was a house built in faith and prayer 
as the sedidvoce of « missionary, out of the ‘contributions of a tuimber of 
poor persons, who for many years past had subscribed towards a fund far 
the support of the Gospel, and united their prayers that God would send 
them a tiniiter.’” No wander that teare of thankidlness tiie to thelr eyes 
us they looked round their future home, 49 thoughtfully and kindly provided 
for them. This Louse was of coureé Now to Mission Row, built by the 
Evangelical Fund, an ground gived by Brown, who hast bought it rom Charles:

‘Auxiliary: Wible Soelety anit 5,06 Rupees have already been subscritied far tye

I JA Interesting to, note that the first dopot of the Calcutta Bible 
Society was apened, on the ground Nour af No, 9 Mission Row, which hail 
been bought by the Evangelical Fund aod now formed part of the Mission 
property,

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His death and his Journals gave 2 Iremenifous impetus to missionary 
Interest in England. 

During 1811 Visiting in fe Hospital ts mentioned: 

On Whit Sunday, Abdul Masih, » Mohamedai convert of Henry 
Mattyn's was baptized in the Old Church; he afterwards became the first 
ludian to be ordained to Holy Orders. 

Juniary 2812 owas remarkable for am earthghiake).in Mirch the Serampore 
Mission Press was burnt out; and in June, David Brown passed away. It 





was in this year that Judson and Newell were expelled from Calcutta, and 


went bo Burmist; to establish their Mission there. 

‘Corrie came down to Calcutta in April 1812: After Mr. Brown's death, 
Tie wrote to Mr. ‘Buckworth of Dewsbury, remarking "Mr. ‘Thoinason ty 
greatly in need of ag Ansistant in the Old Church Calcutta, Could not one 
of your young frinnds get ordained and come aver to ss?” Corrie procended 
‘on & voyage to Virigapatam in July, returning to’Caleutta in October, when 
he found Mr. Thomason lafd aside by am attack of illness, Corrie undertook 
the services for a few weeks; and before leaving, he was married to Miss 
Myers, daughter of one of the Trustees of the Evangelical Fund. 

Corrie writes:— ‘Mr. Thnmason:has little to do witli the natives; bet 
the hus mote todo as Minister of the Old: Clurch and as Secretary to C. M.S. 
than one man gught to have. Corrie suggested that a Calcutta Aurifiary of 
the CM. 5: should at once be started, abd ss a result subscriptions to the 
amount of £400 were collected for Mission work at Agra, and elsewhere. In 
November Mr. and Mrs, Cortir returned to Agra, 

Thomason brought before Government a scheme for establising schools 
throughout India, and obtained @ grant of Rs. 10,000 for the Malay Bibte. 
The Ext] of Moira, the new Governor-General, frequently attended the Old 
Ciiurch, and made a grant for the support of.a second chaplain there. fe also 
appainted Thamason as his private chaplain, from time to time requiring him 
to take services at Barrackpore, 

From June 114 to May 1815 Thomason went on tour with the Governor- 
General, Mr. Robertson belig tn charge of the Church. It was during this 
tour that Thomason made-n strong protest against the desecration of Sunday 
in the Governor-Generalls camp, and was neatly dismissed in consequence ; 
ut nevertheless his brave protest had some effect. 

‘On January sgt 1815 Corrie went home: to. England; and in this year 
Bishop Middleton arrived as first Bishop of Caloutts, His digcese comprised 
the Whole of British India, Ceylon, Burmali, the Straits and Australial He 
was asked to consectate the Old Mission Church; but be refused to do 0, 
on the extraordinary ground that the patronage was vested in private 
jdividualy and ot in the East India Company s.<. in Government. 





“ 
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tn 4815 the European Female Orphan, Asylum for children of soldiers 
‘was started by Mrs Thomason, while he, to provide pure literature for 
Europeans, commenced the Calctifta School Book Society, now a business 
firm xathor than charitable institution In the city, the Hindu College was 
Harled about this time. 

In 1816 Thomason weleamed the Rev: W. Greenwood ‘and the Rev = 
C, G, Schroeter, the first C. M.S. missionaries to come to north India. 
Greenwood began work in Kidderpore, the first CMS, station in Bengal, 
and: Schroeter was designated for Thibet, which however be was nover able 
to enter. 

In the year 1819 the Church Missionary Sotiety “gained 9 frm position 
and preséntnd a boli front in Calcutta’ ‘Thomason speaks with animation 
and joy Of the missionary meetings in hia chureli and among his congregation, 
in. which, 25 2:mviter of almost necessary consequence, the number of serious 
heirere multip” di A Monthly Missionary Prayer meeting was established, 
But Gy the other Hand Bishop Middleton probibited tle missionaries from 
taking services in any church | 

Coptié retuned from furlough in August 1847, and on Sunday October t= 
he presched a'setmon at the Old Church on betialf of the C. M.S, This 
semis fo have heen the first discourse from the pulpit of the Established 
Chureh in India with a professedly missionary spirit. On November 17 he left 
for Benares. In Qetober 1821 Corrie bought the property at 33 Amberst 
Street Caleytta as a C. M.S. mission cantpound, out of a su of Ra. 30,000, 
given te lim by Major Phipps for mission purposes, It had formerly been 
a tannery. 

About this times Diocesan Schodl Committee was formed, and Bishop's. 
College was foundeid in 1820; 

In March Cortie agaiiy preached for the C. MUS. in the Old Church, 

In April Cotrie wrote, "our Sebaols hive now upwards of 4oo bays and 
134 gitls in Cateutta,” 

In October t823 Bishop Hiber arrived, and appointed Corrie as his 
Archdeacon, Heber thought also very highly of Thomason, and transferred 
him to the Cathedral Church (St, Joba's), so that his ministry at the Old 
Church now closed and be went now to live at hie house in Garden Reach, 
which is mentioned in Darton's Life and Times of Mrs. Sherwood. 

Jn this year Charles Grant, who had been. for some years a principal 
Director of the East India Company, died in London, ‘and w tablet was 
‘erected to his memory in the Old Charch,

‘The Rey: THOMAS ROBERTSON assisted at Uw Old Charch from 
181g and the Rey, G W.CRAUFORD front December 1822. Mr. Crauford 
took charge on Me. Thomason’s transfer to St. John’s in the following March. 
In 1824 Corrie tock charge for Crauford for some time, being assisted by the 
Rey. ISAAC WILSON of the M.S. In June 1825 the Rey: F. GOODE 
caine to assist Mr, Crauford. Cranford's catochising on Friday evenings are 
mentioned in the Old Church rounts Soon alter this, on Crauford’s leaving 
Mt. Goode took charge with Mr. Hammond to Welp him. 

“The first steamer to come to Calcutta, the Aufeeprise, came in 1825. 

‘Thomason felt India in February 1836, thoroughly satisfied with leaving 
the Old Church in such excellent hands, The voyage wav « distressing onc 
for Mrs, Thomason died at sea. Thomason worked fora while at Chelte- 
ham, In 1828 he married again, and returned to Calcutta in October, hoping 
to take up the clatge of the Old Church once more; but almost immediately 
on arrival he fell il, aid was ordered by the doctors to. go on @ sea voyage to 
Mauritius, where he died on June 21, 1829 

Hig son James became Lieutenant-Governor of the North Western Pros 
vinces in 1843-1853, and took a lively interest ia founding CM. S. Mission 
stations in that province. One of Thomason's daughters married Colonel 
Hutchinson of Cossipore Gyn Foundry, and Lady J. Molesworth Macpherson 
was their grand-daughter, Another daughter married Captain Stephen, R. E. 
who died in 1823: 

On Noveriber #2, 6826 the C, M.S, Chapel at Mirsapore (now Trinity 
Church) was opened, Bishop Heber having given Rs. 1,000 towards it. Mr, 
Deerr preached at the opening service. It was long known as Corric's 
Chutch; and the lane near by bore ihe name of Corrie's Church Lane 
(ot Carey’s Church Lane as in Mr. Cotton's book, Calcutta, Old and 
Neo} which was due to 4 municipal clerical rtor in the street label, 
since rectified. William Carey never had any connection with this part 
of Calcutta, whereas the deed for C, M.S. property abutting the lane 
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stands in the name of Archdeacon Corrie), So this is no ease for" pure 
conjecture" [see Bengal Past & Present Vol. |, p. t8t]- Corrie 
went for years every Christmas afternoon to examine the Hindu boys of the 
C.-M. S. School in the founding of which’he had taken such keen inte 
t was not till many years after that the Church received @ new name, “Lon 
Sahebka Girjay" from the tact tat the Rev. James Long of "Nil-Darpan" 
fame lived in that compound. 

Cranford, while chaplain of Dem Dum, took Fairy Hall, and entertained 
young officers as boarders, among whom was Henry Lawrence. Craulord was 
‘iterwards chaplain, at Allahabad in 1830 and preached to the sepoys. On 
several sepoys applying for baptism, be was prohibited from working among: 
them. He left India in 183r aid sneceeduil to. the family Baronetcy as Sir 
George Cranford. 

The Rev. Francis Goode became Denn of Ripon, and wrote a fine book 
Whe Better Covenant.” His service at the Old Church was brief but 
much appreciated, 

Tn memory of Thomason's faithful ministry we have a tablet in the Old 
Chuich, ahd a portrait in the Old Church Room, which was palated In 1826 
at thecrequest of the congregation, an the occasion of his leaving for England.

A PASTOR BELOVED, 


‘Tar Ruy, T.DEALTRY comes to tHe Oto Cuynci—Txe Ministry. 
ov DEALTRY ANO OF THE REY, R. B. BOYES—Bisnop WiS0N 4 REGULAR

On the death of Thomason in June 1829, the Rev THOMAS 
DEALTRY ticcatie Senior Chaplain of the Old Chiteh, and here he 
preached the Gospel’ of Christ with carncat faithfulness for upwards of 17 
yours! No life has beon written of bim that 1 know oF; so we have lo 
gether sparse detaile as best we may irom various eources. 

Dealtry was born in Yorkshire in 1795. His parents, though well con- 
nected, were iii redared elroutnstuices ; and 49. yoong Dealtry war early 
thrown upon his own resources ; and well did be surmount then, Wher 
oly 15 be became usher in a schoul/at Doncaster. aqd liter in png near 
Lonton. “By lint of untiring industry, he saved up enough to yo te Callege, 
He entered at St Catharine's Hall, Cambridge, and in due'courve geaitunt~ 
ed, being bracketed first in the Law Tripos. He became well acquainted 
with Simeon, who sent him ont to the Old Church 'in January 7, 1829, 

Tn January 1830 Corrie wrote, “you would be delighted to see how erowiled 
the Old Chiirch now is, Yestortiay the Bishop, preached ( Bishop Turner }; 
‘The City is now divided into parishes, and each ts to-have kts own: 
anil the cars of Its own poor Yesterday a setmon was preaclied and Re. 
1,759 collected far the! poor of the Old Church District.” The division, into 
parishes sctuntly took place in 1828, though the arrangement thin male hae 
oun revised since, 


tn October 1830 Mr. George Udny passed away, and a tablet-was placed 
‘in the Old Church to his memory.

Me: Uday died at his house in Cateutta, anit Wap buried in the Mission 
Cemetery in North Park Street. 

Ta 1852 the Rex, RB. Boyes, yet another of Simeon’s men, but 
somewhat younger than those already mentioned, was appointed as junior 
chaplain to the Mission Church; and here he laboured for ton years, being 
‘specially beloved by alle young people uf the pariah. 

In Novembet 5, 1832 Bishop Daniel Wilson arrived in’ Calcutta as the first 
Metropollian Bishop of Indis. Befiee leaving England, be bed arranged 
with the Directors of the East lidix Company’ for the formation of the 
Biskoprics of Madras and Bombay, Charles Simeon. was greatly delighted 
al this developinent of the Chucel in India, and said to the Bishop, “Even if 
‘you should never rench fndia. you will have dane a great: work." 

Jo Bishop: Wilson's time the fact of the Old Chanth never having “been 
episcopally consecrated. wax again brought up, and once again the Bishop 
declined to consecrate it, but on grounds totally different ito thove upon 
which Bishop Middleton tiad retused to consecrate it. Bishop Wilson'= 
reply Was to the effect that it/ Wee minecessary to-consecrite It now, ax it haul 
been already abandantly consecrated by the prayers and worship of God's 
peoplé for two generations, and by the ministry of such eminently sainted 
men of God, The Bishoy berame 4 regular attendant at tle weeknight 
services at tho Old Church, seldom missing while he was in Calcutts. On 
Whit Sonday 1835 be baptized a Hengali convert; Kall Coowar Ghase- 

“Archdeacon Corrie left livia in November 1834 and returned from England 
‘as first Bishop of Madras, « See which be occupied for only VB'months. Mrs 
Corsic died ot December's), 1836 and Bishop Corrie hiniwelf’ on the sth of 

© February following. 
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‘At @ meeting tn the Town Hall Caleitta it was decided to place + 
memotial tablet in the Old Church, another in St, John's, and a portrait of him 
in the O18 Church room. The portrait was painted in England by Sir 
William Beechey in 1838 and cost £153-10 with freight £30-8 total £188- 
18, Bishop Wilson preached his memorial sermon in Calentts and paid this 
tribute to bis character — 

‘Ele was a man who inspired universal: confidence ; all Findustan 
loved him”

In March 1835 Me. Deattey was appointed as Archdeacon in succession 
to. Corrie. In this year the Old Church was considerably enlarged towards 
the south. The south transept, which apparently ll then had corresponded 
to that on the north, was extended far out into the garden, so that this tran- 
sept became larger thin the actual body of the Church, A third story: was 
also added to No. 10 Mission Row. An Architect's plan of 1835 by Mr. Vos, 
hangs in the vestry showing these additions, but is now much defaced with 
age ‘The final alteration of the spire anid surmounting it with a gilded dove 
as weather-vane, was’ probably done at this time also, (There is x story 
thit the Sooteh Kirk finding our steeple higher than theirs, went one better 
hy raising theirs a few feet higher and sarmounting it with a cock ! ) 

‘On Noyember's5, 1835 Bishop Wilson preached at the Old Church for Mes. 
M.A. Wilson's Orphanage at Agarpara. Mrs, Wilson was the widow of the 
late CMS Srestary the Rev. Isasc Wilson. She built the Agarpara 
Mission a5 a Refuge for Indian Girls, and made it over to the Bislop and 
Arehideacon on ber death in trust for the CALS, ‘The Church (quite a fine 
fone) was built ia 1839, with & good tower, which was a prominent feature in 
the landscape from the river, The tower was blawn down in the great 
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the Cyclone of 1864, Foratimethe CMS. had a flourishing school and 
‘Mission there, but the extreme unhealthiness of the place has led to a. virtual 
closing dawn of this station, 

In the old Evangelical: Fund Mintite book of 1869 there occurred an 
entry of an extract ftom a letter of the Rey. Charles Simeon to Ven'ble- 
Archdeacon Dealtry dated King’s College Cambridge 4 February 1830:— 

_ "About the Mission. Churelt and thie Fund of 59,000 Rupees, thie is my 
‘icliberate and decided opinion, 

\The Mission Charch {s private property vested iy Tristees. But the 
E,1,Co. may say We pay the ministers and we will nominate.' To guard 
against this, collect money chougls to support one or two ministers: and 
than you may reply to the B.1.Co. ‘The nomination must continue in our 
hands: and Wf yex will not pay the Ministers, we will Thus you are for 
ever independent of the E. 1. Co., which without sucha fund you cannat be: 

‘But you may then say to the EL. Co. ‘Build tet an equally good church 
in) the black Town, and we will give up-this to. yon, Buta Mission Church, 
supplied by Ministers of our wi nsimivation, we must have! 

‘Mr. Granthas left this Charch as a Mission Church, and we cannot do 
injustice to him, suffer his purposes to be altered; much less be ourselves 
accessory to the alteration of them, 1 desire that this 50,000 Rupees be 
tnade Re t50,000 that they may in case of necessity be able to support the 
ininisters, 

"MT desire that a copy of this be given to the Bishop of Calcutta, and ta 
every one of the!

On Thursday Epiphany 1838 Bishop Wilson was present to hear the 
Rev. Krishna Mohan Banerjee preach, who only six years before had heen 
4 Hindi College student, His baptism had created. no small stir throughout 
the ity. 

In July the Arehdeacan with his wile and daughter accompanied the 
Bishop on his visitation to Burmah, Ceylon and the Straits, roturning to 
Calcutta ‘on November ty.

The original idea was to build 
it near College Square close to the’ Hindu College, but this raised 4 storm 
of opposition before which the Archdeacon yielded and finally the church. was 
fpuilt in Corwallis Square. It was intended to be a church for an Indian 
congregation, ministered to by an Indian clergyman, In. September it was

The Monthly Missionary Prayer-Mesting held in the Old Charch Room 
on the second Tuesday of each month, was very well attended during the year. 

The Rev. C. J. QUARTLEY assisted for a short time at the Old Church. 
In 1844 the Rev, H. THOMAS MA. Dublin, then Chaplain at St. James, 
married Dora, only daughter of Archdeacon Dealtry, and shortly afterwards 
he was transferred to be junior chaplain at the Old Church. 

Tn 1846 the brothers Kelsall, members of the Church (T. S. Kelsall 
being a Trustee of the Evangelical Fund), presented a large bell to the church 
which bears the inscription. 

“C. and G: Mears, founders, London. Given by T. S. and W. S. Kelsall 
1846." Many people have wished that sonorous bell further off! but the 
local poet of the Old Church, Mr. C. F. Jore, who never had to live in its 
vicinity, wrote some verses on it.

At the beginning of 1847 the Archdeacon made an extensive tour in the 
North Western Provinces, Me. ‘Thomas being left in charge of the Church, 

On his return to Caloutts at the begmaing of 1848 the Archdeacon was 
invalided home to England, and never returned to the Old Mission Church ; tor 
he was nominated to the ec of Madras, now vavant by the resignation of 
Corrie’s successor, Bishop Spencer. Mix farewell sermon at the Church was 
preached on April 6, 1848 on the text 2 Cor. 43-41. 

Mr. Dealtry and Mr, Boyes were the last to be specially appointed hy 
the Directors of the I. J. Company to the Mission Church, For on the death 
of Mr. Simeon through whom Evangelical chaplains had been supplied, the 
Directors notified that they could not continue this method of special appoint 
ment. Sonow appointments were made by the Bishop of Calcutta. 

While on furlough, Dealtry took charge of St, John's, Bedford Row, and 
during his stay ia London a bust of him was made by Stevens of Pimlico, and 
gent out to the Old Church Roam, where also there was a portrait of him 
painted earlier, while he was chaplain of the Mission Church, 

Dealtry died on March sth 1861 at Madras: His dying words were 
“Preach Christ, Preach Christ to the end, Christ Jenus, all sufficient sid sufi 
eient for all” Throughout his ministry of 17 years at the Old Church, he 
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was mush beloved for the eamest and affectionate discharge of his office, 
Tie warm and kindly disposition made him especially attractive to the 
young, Many testifed to the beneficial effect of hs preaching, 4nd 10 the 
szpport and consolation he could so well administer in afition.

Mr. Hutton seems not to have been popular with the 
congregation, bat he continued at the post until the spring of 1863 when be 
relired; and the Rev, GEORGE LOVELY, who'ot Dealtry's recommendas 
ton had been appointed junior chaplain in 1856, succeeded him. Mr, Lovely 
was incumbent for 6 years with much acceptance to the congregation. He 
had as bis colleague the Rev. M. D.C. WALTERS.

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I October 1864 there occurred the great cyclone, when large ships were 
farried op and left high and dry on the maidan ; but strange to say, no very 
great damage seems to have been done to the Church or its spire, thouigh the 
massive tower of the Church at Agarpara was blown sown. 

Mr. Lovely left India ta January 1869 after « total service of 13. years 
at the Old Church, and became Viear of St. Mary at the Quay, Ipswich, in 
1876. He was very popular at the Old Cliirch, and a portrait of him wae 
hung in the Old Church Room, He died in England on February 1, 1895. 

Mr. Walters continued as chaplain at the Old Church, being: assised 
ty the Rey.

On the death of Mr. Walters, the Old Mission Church passed into. the 
Ahird period of its history, During the first period; it was nominally connected 
with the S.P.C.K. During the second, it had been supplied with chaplains 
from the Company and Government. In its third period, it was-to be more 
lovely allied with the Church Missionary. Society. 

Hitherto the C. M.S. Secretary had lived first in 2 Mission Row aod 
then in 12 Chowringhes. All the work of the Church Missionary Society in 
Bengal, in the UP, the C.P.and in the Panjab jad grown oit from the 
Calcutta Committee's efforts; and the correspondence being boavy, two anes 
acted a joint Secretaries forthe Mission, They were comparatively Inve on 
Sundays, and naturally sought far some delinite elarical duty in tha city, As 
‘St. Thomas Free School Street was clase toNo, 12 Chowringheo, the Reverand 
EC Stuart and J, Barton practically, if not actually, took over change of shat 
‘Church for some years. Barton presented it with its organ, and Stuort with 
ite pulpit, 

Meanwhile correspondence had been pushed on by the Trustees of the 
Old Church with a view to the C.M.S, permanently undertaking 10 supply 
‘inisters for this Church. tn return the Society was to receive the proceeds 
cof the interest of the Fund, amounting with the then cent sit Nong Mission 
Row to some Rs 5,000 per annum, as payment fot the Minister's stipend, and 
the Society was to occupy No. so rent free. {t is frequently etronedualy 
stated that the Church was “made over” to the Society ; but there was no 
Jegal transfer ; and the Trustees, maintained in unbroken successidin, have 
pever abrogated their rights, aor made aver the Trust property. ta say other 
body: It was merely an arrangement by which the Society was to 
the clecgy, and receive 3 yuid.pre-que for their trouble in the shape of finun- 
cial assistance. 

The Rev. E €. STUART, Secretary to the C.M.S. in Calentin, had 
been assisting Mr. Walters with view to this ultimate arrangement being 
made; and on Mr. Walter's death ip December 1869 be took over charge of 
the Cheteh,, pening the completion of the negotiations with the C.M.S. 
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_, Me Stuart commenced the Parachial Home fos ifestituti: git ty 871, 
and gave shelter at rst to 10 girla. Hivaleo hegun a Friday evening Bible

In the autumn of 1874 the Rev. ALFRED CLIFFORD M.A, was asso- 
elated with Mr. Welland, until the lalter went home in broken health In March 
1876, Overwork and constant care had eown the seod of that malady fram 
which he never recovered, I wae feared that Mr. Welland waiild not be 
able {o.come back j bil with indomitable zeal he returned in Docember of the 
same year, only on condition that he should spend the sumer months at 
‘Simla. But Welland was not a than who could rest, As spon as he returned, 
‘he set Mr. Clifford tree to go to the Nadia District. then In need of x auptrine 
tending Missionary, and thus his own hands wore again as fall ne ever. While 
in England he liad collected Rs. 2,000 for a Parochial Hall or chayiel of eas 
He waa keenly Interosted in the education of the children of the parish, and 
‘Kennedy's School” was taken over by the Vestry-an the death. of the pro- 
prletorin 4876, as the Old Church Day Schoot. 

Mr. Welland was.a finished aod graceful speaker, like his brother who 
‘was Bishop on the Irish Bench (Corinor and Down). tis sermons were original, 
and contained nothing fanciful or erratic, ut were full of food (or thonght, 
nourishment for hungry souls, Probably the Ol Church never had a. better 
preacher or @ more laving and sympathetic pastor. He was private chaplain 
to the Viceroy, Lord Northbrook, and touk prayers eegulaely, at ‘Government 
House. 


Daring his time the congregation greatly increased agin, andthe Church 


With its galleries was full. 

While outwardly obeying the doctors’ orders and spending the summer 
at Silt, he was hard at work all the time conducting the affairs of the 
CMS. Mission, as Secretary for all North tndia Trom Calsutta to 
Peshavar ‘he returned in the cold weather too lll forwok, He passed away. 
on December 17, 1879 aged only 45, and was. buried in the little cemetery 
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belonging to the Church Missionary Society in Maniktolla, beside the Bengali 
Christians whom he Joved. +

In January 1895 Mr. G. H. Kietnander, a great grandson of the founder 
ofthe Old Church, gave Rs. 5,000 towards the School Bullding Fund which 
had now grown to Rs. 30000, Good Friday collections with self-denial cards 
produced Rs. 2,000. 

In August Mr. GL Kiernander gave u further yift of Ra 3,000 for & 
stained glans window for the now Chancel, It ix a pity that thie heautiful 
window is marred by an error in the inscription which wrongly states that the 
Church was built in 1772 instead of 4770—an extor afterwards copied on the 
marbel slab placed’ on the doorpoat at the entrance to the compound. 

Christ Church Cornwallis Square wax now rebuilt by the C.M.S, whe 
relunded to the Evangelical Fund its original east. 11 was re-oonsecrated on 
Angust 24 by Bishop Clifford on behalf of the Metropolita 

The organ was repaired at a cost of Rs, 1,200, A Temperance Boarding 
House was started and Mr. }. N, Stuart presented a brass lectern, and Mr. 
H, T. Weston a brass almsdish to the Church. 

In November the Rev. A, W, and Mrs. Crockett arrived, he having been 
Appointed ax aksistant minister at the Mission Cliurch. Miss Young also came 
as lady visitor. 

{a March 1896 the Rey. H. Gouldsmith went on furlough to England 
Teaving the church in charge of the Rev. C, G. MYLREA of the , M.S. and 
also Mr, Crockett, Mr. Gouldsmith returned in February 1897, and in the same

June 1897 was marked by the severest shock of earthquake ever felt in 
Calcutta, It is generally spoken of as the Shillong earthquake, as that place 
was destroyed by it, being near the centre of disturbance.

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Catcutta was topped off (or a distance of several feet, as was the Old Churcl 
spite. On further examination, it was found that the lower arches of

The second epire 
of 1805 somewhat " iniproved" the appearance of whe Church, but it wax 
Ail ‘aquare’ or pyramidal) the stages wl the tower were also square 
with pinnacles at each comer us seen in the picture of that time, The third 
spire, Baill as we suppose in 1835 was by far the most elegant and finished 
of the-three, The two upper stages of the tower were altered in shape 
and the aplre was octagonal, It stood alone, the insignificant Ilttle pinnacles 
having been wively ramoved. His yell shewn in our other plctures of the 
Old Church in 18go and 1897: 

During the demolition and clearing away of the foundations in order 
to bulld a new. portico, » most interesting discovery was made, When 
removing the front part of the west steps of the Church, slabs of Hard red 
sundplastering were disclosed, pointed with white, ‘These slabx were 
‘analysed and found to contain 60%/, of oxide of iron, very much like the new 
process Airing of tte Church! Rvidientty, the Church was originally covered 
‘eith oblong blocks of this ark red plalstering, with white pointing in the 
grooves betwven the rod stab. Nence the name “Lal” or Red, Old Fort 
William with its Black Hole bastion is said to Have tnd precinely” similar 
facing.

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In June 1903 the Welcome Home or Young Women's Boarding Hame 
was began in 3 rented house. The number of children in the Welland schoo! 
was 157, and 88 in the Kindergarten Department, 

In this year the Ward Sfissions Scheme was started by the Rey. E. 
Sandys, lor placing a preacher or two, and-a reading room or preaching hall, 
in every wand in the northern part of the city; and the Old Mission Church 
joined heartily in it, undertaking to support a great deal of work in the Old 
Chnitch Dintrict, 

In December 1904 Mes, Morton died, and the Rev. L. K. Morton, after 
taking his children home, was transferred to Trinity Church) Allahabad, 
Mr. Clask was thus again left alone, at great risk of breakdown from 
overstrain. 

In December 1906 the Rey, S. D, Hinde assisted at the Church until Mr, 
Clark's furlough, in November 1907, when the Rev. W. C. G. Cubison, Vicar 
of St. Andrew's Streatham, came to relieve him bringing his curate the Rev, 
T. Lenman along with him. Mr, Cublson returned to England at the end of 
the year; and the Rey. ET. Sandys was asked to take charge until a new 
Incumbent could be found, the Rey, 5S, H. Clirk being unable to return 
through overstrain, 

In Janvary 1906 a great fire took place in Messrs. Ratll Beothor’s 
godowns immediately adjoining the Mission premises on the east and 
threatened to destroy No. to. .A change in the direction of the flames saved 
the Mission bouse, which had now just completed one century of its existence, 
A year of two later Mr. Galitaun's farge warehouse, Oceupled by Rall 
Brothers, was erected of the bumt-out premises, greatly to the detriment 
of the Mission compound, iid the Trustees felt compelled to buy in a plot 
cof land in the east of No, 15, in order to prevent ntter extinction, by these 
enormous buildings, at a cost of Ra 25,000, About the same time the lease 
of No, 9 fell duc, and the Trustees decided to spend Rs, 30,000 on improving 
the building and raising the rent. 

Ithad for some time been felt that the arrangement made in 1870 with 
the € M.S. had not worked altogether. satisfactorily as far as the corpas 
of the fund was concerned; for the lact that the C, M.S. took all the 
proceeds. of the income, had’ Jed the Trustees in the past to take but little 
interest in building up the Fund, and it had not grown. The Evangelical 
Ministry liad been maintained, it is true, and the CMS, had pot failed to 
send good men and true as Incumbents; but at the same time the Church 
had not always had the services of two men, and the growing demands of the 
Parish required the presence of two whole—time clergy, ‘These considera 
tious: led the Trustees to re-consider the position, and to make a new 
arrangement whereby the Honorary Secretary of the C. M.S. is invited: to 
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‘act, ih conjunction with xboard of nomination, composed of former (rieails and 
Trustees who have retired, in seeking out suitable men for the miniatry of 
this Church, 

The Trustocs in Caleutta keep (hve actual appointment in their own 
hands and pay theit clergy direct from the Evangelical Fund: the C.M,S. 
having to pay rent for 19 Mission Row, and reesiving in return an anpual 
donation towards the Jocal work of thy C.M:S, in Bengal

Since this the provinces of Coral and Eliabad have been given up to the 
Vizier for the sum of 50 lacs, 20 paid down, and the other 30 within two years, 
Exclusive of this I understand the Vizier stands engaged to answer the Shah's 
or King's demands on the Company.

‘The luhour of this mast is fixed by 
known abknowleiged custom, for every species of manufacture has its ptice 
affixed by an Invatiable cule, and to thie alone the manufacturer te entitled, but 9 
voce at first of uaefel man as achatinel af intercourse between the merchant isnd 
manufacturer in process of time deviated from the original design nf thelr 
Institution, and inetend of being content with a small commission as brokerage 
{for influencing the merchants to make ailvances, they have proceeded to atinke 
Hiose advances as from themselves to the weaver) am! by this means 
fee tixed “so full an influence that the merehante must subsocibe to the 
Broker's terms if he hope to make & purchase of any miamufactuees, wliile the 
manufacturer himself recéivesno more than ats, stipalated rate: for his tibour, 
and even that under different pretences is sometimes reduced. By this 
Wis evident there never was nor aver can be-any freedani of sale to the 
fabricator, becaure the fabricator has no property in the article he fabricates, 
fut is a mete: servant st stated hire and thervfore every interposition of 
private adventurers, where the Compuny has previously advanced money: for 
their investment, must materially affect it.

She Black Hofe—the Oucstion of 
DHolwell’s Weracity.

JP 22y be asserted ith safety that every Beta schon boy, almost ae 

soon as be tw able to nuderstand stories at all, is told the story: of 

the Black Hole of Calcutta and learne that on a stifting night im. June 1756 

one hundred and forty six nién, the greuter part of Britigh birth, Were shit oj» 

in small room in Fort William ; that when the prison door was opennd in the 

fnorning only twenty three miserable wretches wore ably to totter out and 

that the remainder wt thit anfortunute Ian lay dead on the Moor af the 
prison, the victims of a tyront's cruolty. 

He tever tiinks of doubting the truth of the story. Belinf in ix yrown 
witl bia growth and strengttens with his strength so. that if he ehunce so 
come to Bengal lie is amarcd to find highly educated Bengalis who dishotiove 
whe story altogether. "But" be will reply to ouch s one, "it is in all the 
History books, You will find it'in every elementaty text-book written ft 
schools bs weil as {i the payes of the most authoritative writers on the history 
‘of Bengal.’ If the Indian objotte that the story Js wot fouud in the pages of 
Ais historians our Koglishman, naturally and not undeservedly, gives thn 
‘objection short shrift Abana and Pbarpbar are better than all the waters 
‘ot israel, Such negative evidence cannot stand Jora moment ayalnst the 
positive statements of Macnulay and Mill, 

Que Englishman, ati least, stems to bave doubted the truth af the 
incident. An article In the Calcutta Review ' contains the followinye 
remarkable words:—“John, Zephaniah Holwell, the historian of the said 
catastrophe of the socalled "Bluck Hole of Caleutta.” ‘There ts nothing 
going belore or after to explain the meaning of these words, Articles in the 
Calcutta Review were not sigocd in those days, but in the copy in thy 
ands of the present writer some one lus written in pencil the ames of the 
authors of all the atticler, and against this one appeats the name of De. J. 
Grant, Apothecary General. 

‘The present writer was led to a study of the incident by chance, 
Engaged ia research on a different subject entirely it was his task to read the 
works of many of the contemporary writers on the affairs of Bengal in the 
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18th century a8 well us the official records ol the time, Holwell’ came into 
‘intimate connection with his subject, and he formed a very different opinion 
on the character of that gentleman from the one given by Dr. Busteed in his 
Echoes from Old Calcutta, Various incidents in. the oficial records also 
caused grave doubts to arise in his, mind as to the truth of the accepted 
version of the incident of the Black Hole, But a question at once asserted 
itself.

‘curiogs tealler may purase the story of Holwell's sufferings on the journey by 
boat to Murshidabad but probably enough has been related to cause him. to 
‘exclaim that, Holwell was go mere mortal man, or. 

We now eroceed to notice @ few paints in Holwell's narrative on which, 
Whe were a witness in a court of law, he would certainly suller eross- 
examination, ‘The first lout points are comparatively unimportant, but they 
‘will essuine importance tater, and the reader is requested to give them bis 
attention. The fifth paint, if the reasoning i sound, and the reader will 
Judge of this, immediately characterises the whole narrative 4s a daring piece 
of unblushing impadence- 

(5) Holwell states:-—" The Suba and hig troops were in pusanssion vf 
the Fort before six in the evening. I had ia all three interviews with Mim; 
the last in Darbar before seven, when bo repeated his assurances to me, om 
the wont of a soldier, that no harm should come tous; and indeed I believe 
his orders were-only general, that we should for that wight be secured; and 
that what lollowed was the result of revenge and resentment in the breasts 
of the lower jemmmatdars, to whose custody we were delivered, (or the number 
of their order killed during the siege."** Knowing how Indian subordinate 
officers are eeady to reflect the smiles and frowns af their master is it credible 
that these mén would dare to disobey the orders of the Nawab giten iw 
Durder in this flagrant manner? How can this be reconciled with the 
fact that when Holwell requested that the prisoners might be separated into 
two partics one of these seme subordinate officers went to inquire and 
returned with the reply it could not be done but by the Suba's orders and 
that no one daresl awake hin”? #4 

(a) This is Holwell's account of how the ptisouers entered. the Black 
Hole:—" We were no sooner all within the barracks, than the guard advanced 
to the inner arches and purapet wall; ani with their muskets presented, 
ordered us to go into the room at the southernmost end of the barracks, 
commonly called the Black Hole prison; whilst others from the court of 
yuard, with clubs and drawn seymitars, pressed tipon those of ue next to 
them. This stroke was 40 sudden, so unexpected; and tke throng and 
pressure so great upon us next the door ef the Black Hole prison, there was 
no resisting it; but like one agitated wave impelling another, we were 
obliged to give way and enter; The rest followed like @ torrent, few 
amongst us, the soldiers excepted, having the least (dea of the dimensions 
or nature of a place we had never seen; lor it we had, we should at all 
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‘+Youite have rushed upon the guard, and bee), i the leer evil, by our orm 
choice ent to picees” 9" Yet under such cireamstancos ms these, Holwell 
who was “amongst the first that entored” and.who hail never ween the toarn 
befate, | was’ able, as 000 ax be passed the door, to turn sbarpily to the right 
and #erune possesilon of ove of the windows, Nat only did Holwell do. this 
but two! wounded men also, ¥ Surely when Molwall thonyhe of the matter 
afterwards be must have wondered how he fouud hinssell at the winlow 
intend of being ilaticned against the dead wall opponite the door and blessed 
his good forme, But in his narrative he passes the matter by without 
notion, 

(3) ‘The writer has road yormewhero the dintemont made by a Bengal 
gentleman ** shat it wax mathematically tmpossibie to yet 146 men into that 
Foon, Let ua examine this point.

‘Tho writer imagines that by this time the reader la disposed to tepeet 

the Black Hole iioident as we know it; aid he will siow present. what he 

conjectures really happened on the night of the 20th June e756. Astounding 

‘ak it may mppear the only authotity. be will appeal to will hie Haliwull's 

Narrative, for he balitwes that in.w great meawire Itty 4 true narrative and 

that the yery difficulties which he brought forward in the las section to 

‘overthrow the narrative are only dilfultics bocwuss they am frie face 
placed in a false environment. This thew ix what he betloves happened. 

‘The Nawab entered the Foct before vid in the evening and Hotwell had 
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Hires interviews, with him as fre states. Lt wae not Holwell who desired the 
three interviews or he would have said so and the reason why he wished to 
see the Nawab sa many times. It was the Nawal who wistiel to se Holwell 
and the reason fs cles: “The Nawab was smxious to secure the Company's 
treasure of which he had heard exaggerated accounts. He belleveil that this 
hail been bidden, that Holwell knew the hiding place and coulil be forced to 
discloye it. Three attempts to obtain the information fhiled and theo the 
Nawab desisted with the intention of teying again’ in the morning as we 
kavw be did, Measwhile be gave orders that Holwell and #//the Company's 
Serouuts ia his heads nd nodady else were to. be secured for the night. 
These surviving servants of the Company were Holwell, Court; Cooke, 
Walcot, Lushington, Hordett the Rey, Gervas Bellainy and probably the 
two, wounded men, Castes and Scott. Of these Walcot and Scott belonged 
tothe mititary. These men, then, were placed im the Black Hole prison 
precisely in the manner related by Holwell in his nareative and there they 
remained in semidarkness throughout the night, though Holwell made an 
attempt to get them removed to a more comfortable spartmeut. The two 
wounded men, if they were there, '* died that night, hut they died of their 
wounds and tack of medical aid. 1¢ is absolately certain that the Rev. Mr. 
Beliamy died in the Black Hole. He was ill at the time and suceumbed 
to his illness in the peison. 7 ‘The rest suffered much as Holwell saya 
they suffered. They were bathed in perspiration. They fanned themaclves 
with their hats. They suffered greatly from thirst and water waa passed 
through the bars to them es stated by Holwell. Finally at about 2a. m. 
Holwell managed to fall asleep and was roused in the morning by one af his 
companions and told that the guard hind come to take him to the Nawab who 
again interrogated him on the subject of the treasure. That, approximately, 
is the secret of the Black Hole of Calcutta. To that genuine experience add 
the idea that there were 146 men preséot, throw in ¢ saiall quantity of what 
a great man called "corroborative detail tending to give verisimilitude to an 
otherwise bald amd unconvincing narrative," and you have the whole secret 
of the concoction of Holwell's story. 

Obserre how all the difficulties advanced in the preceding section 
vanish, Reduce Holwell’s sufferings to the discomforts arising from passing

Secretary 
Cooke for the periormance, It was jon enxy mutter to hisnd water through thie 
‘bars of the window and this was not blocked up with luiman bodies, 5p (lot 
the guards were aot immne wheiy they hnld up liglt4 co the bars io order phat 
they might took into the mom. 

Offar greater importance than this is the fact that various slumbliny- 
blocks hesetting the path of those wha eudly the history of this petlod alisy 
vanish in the light of this interpetration of the Black Hote incident. In the 
thinites of a'mecting of the Sectet Committes af the Bengal Council held on 
Board the Phienée shooner at Fults on August 2nd 4756 we find thee 
words;—/Majoc Kilfpatrick om the 15th instant wrote @ complimentary 
letter to the Nabob Suraged Dowla complaining & little of the band 
seage of the English Honourable Company, asuiring’ him of his good 


| intentions sotwithstaniing what hat happened’ and begging in the 


meantime, tll things were cleared up; that he would treat him at Jezee 
at @ friend ond give orders that our peaple may be supplied with 
provisions in a full and friondly mance! ** We are amazed that’ Eogilah- 
men could write in this strain tora man responsible for the trayedy of the 
Black Hole and then without « blush enter it inthe recornt of their proceeds 
ings; Sir William Hunter's exptandlion is that the terrible sufforings they 
had endused in the faversstricken delta caused them’ to descend ta these 
epithe. Bur the explanation dows not hold good as far as Major 
Kilfpatrick 4s concerned. He had been sent from Madras with a retnforce= 
ment of 300 men and arrived at Fulta a fortnight before the letter wu 
vlespatehed: ©? Beitish olficees dor pot grovel at the feet of the murdurers of 
thelr countrymen: 

Again we were taiyplit at school to lool upon Clive not only ae thie 
vindicator of British might, but alo as the avenger of htooi and then am 
reait iu the records that the Madeas Council, who fitted out the expedition, 
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in the true spirit of Christian charity, were propared to forgive the Nawal 
all the Injuries he had done to|tham, inchiding the massacre of their country. 
men privided he restored Culeutt and their other settlements andimade 
ample reparation for the pecuniiry loss they liad sustained, “Should the 
Nabob," the Connell wrote, “on thé news of the arrival of these forces, make 
offers tending to the acquiring to the Compsny the. before-mentioned 
advantager, rather than risque the success of a war, we think that sentiments 
ol revenging injuries, although they were never more just, should give place 
fo the necessity’ of sparing es far as possible the many bad consequences of 
war, besides the expence uf the Company's treasures” *4 anil directed 
Clive 40 consult the Cousci! at Fort Willlam on the nature of the treaty to 
be made with the Nawab. " 

Further when we read the torms of the treaty made with Sirajeud-dauta 
on the oth February, 1757, “4 and the terms of the treaty made with Mir 
Jafar ** a few months later we are struck with the fict thit there is’ not a 
Word about compensation’ to the’widows'and chilven *" of the men suid to 
have been put bo death inthe Black Hole, nora demand for justice on the 
murderers. #* 

Lastly the records reveal the astonishing fact that mo ajidat 
account of the Black Hole tragedy was ever sent tiome by, the Bengal 
‘Council to the Court of Directors:, After narrating events up to the 18th 
June, 1756, the letter from the Council at Fulla to the Court of Directors, 
Proceeds aa follows —\The next morning they commenced a brisk fire upon 
the fart which they continued the whole day and great part‘of Sunday the aoth; 
and having gained possession of the several houses ear the factory and the 
Church, they destroyed a great. many of our officers and private men, wha 
being harassed out with continual duty and the enemy overpowering us with 
their ouinbers, the walls were scaled on the evening of the 2oth, and the 
fort surrendered upon promise of their civil treatment of the prisoners 
We have now given yout Honouts a summary relation ‘of the Nabob's 
procesdings at Cassimbuzar, his march against Calcutta, the attack and capture 
of that place." ** ‘The Council promised to send further particulars of the 
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siege, bit in their next fetter they refer to this promise and proceed "upon 
seconil consideration we find it impracticable to form a narrative that will 
be assented to by ull the members of the Board who were concemned In these 
transactions. We must therefore beg Weave ta refer your Honoury to the 
several addresses those gentleman have separately made you through the 
chayinel ol this Board. They are transmitted in this packet and to your 
gandour we submit our conduct, without any further comment." * Now tt 
{is quite easy to trace these letters. They were written by Drake, Watts, 
Bechor, Collet and Holwell. "They are full of charges, counteroharges and 
recriminations on such subjects as the cause of the Nawab's attack on Calcitts, 
the delence of Cassimbazar and the mistakes made in the defones of Calcutta. 
‘The only ove who relérs to the Black Mole incident) is Holwell and be 
casually mentions hie sulferings there {t is difficult to unilerstand how the 
Black Hols incident could have been a subject of contoversy if it really 
fappened and still more difficult to-undorstand why the Council montioned, 
in theic former letter, that the fort surrenidered spon promise of civil treat- 
ment of the prisoners and omitted to state immediately after that 2g of the 
‘Company's servants aloe had lost their lives in consequence of that promise 
being hroked, if if had been broken. 

The lists of victims and survivors also are unofficial and seem to have 
been complied by Holwell."

The reference to the victims of the Black Hole tragedy at the end of the 
{eit section must haye'eaused the reader to ask, "Then bow did those men 
die?” The inbours of Mr. S. C. Hill, tate officer iv charge of the records 
‘of the Government of India, who has collected together and printed in his 
three volumes entitled “Bengal in 1756-1759" probably every memorial of 
the time relating to the Black Hole that is (0 be found in the archives of 
London, Calcutta, Paris and The Hague, enables this question to be answered. 
From those volunes we can learn what happened from 10. ofolock In the 
morning of the 19th Tine, when Governor Drake and his companions deserted 
the Fort, to the evening of the soth' when the Fort wns eptured, Captain 
Gratt, Adjutant-General, who deserted with the Governor writes—The 
place was taken the nest diy the soth alteroan, about'go hours after the 
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Governor left it, during which time upwards of go Europeans wore filled 
on the Bastions by the enemy's small! ari from Mr. Cruttenden’s, 
Eyre’, the Churelvand the Company's House. The firing was so bot from 
the top af the Church that they at last were obliged to abandon tte easterly 
curtain and bastions,” Then when the enemy sealed the walls of fhe Fort 
‘numbers Were cut to pieces on the walle: all who wore red coats withowt 
mercy" Mr, Grey, Junior, one of the Conipany’s Servants, relates —"Next 
morning the enemy having got possession of the Church and houses round the 
fort from thence galled our mon with small arms killing several of them 
{among vihom was Captain Smith) and wounding many of the officers."¢* 
Holwell’s evidence may be admitted when corroborated —" The 20th in the 
moming the enemy formed three assauha at once against the north-west 
bastion, against the northwest (attock or barrier, and against the windows 
‘of the labratory (sic) on the eastern curtain, and attempted to scale to the 
goril-westward. From each of these assaults they were beat off with groat 
loss to them before noon..,..when finding we had 25 killed and 70 oF 
more of yur best men wounded and our Train killed, wounded and 
deserted to all bat t4 and not two hours’ ammunition left, we threw out a 
fiag of teuce towards the evening intending to amuse the ehemy and make 
the best’ retreat we could in the night \to the ' Saint George,” not then 
knowing she was on a sand opposite to Omichund’s house,'* Governor 
Drake in, his Narrative gives similar evidence.) Mr. William Lindsay, 
who received permission to leave the Fort on the roth on account of his 
lameness, wrote to the historian Orne at Madraz thus —” The gentleien i 
the Fort being now quite desperate fought like madmen. On Sunday 
morning there was above forty men killed on one bastion......About half 
an hour after this the Moors scaled the walls on all quarters in’a manner 
almost incredible to Europeans. Now the gentlemen looked upon their 
situation as the most desperate. Lieutenant Blagg defended the bastion hie 
was upon fill he and his men were cut to pieces, ‘This officer behaved with 
the greatest beavery.'"*" William Tooke, who left the fort on the roth 
relates "The defunct af thie place was carried on briskly under the new 
commandorie, but with the loss of several people; among the killed was 
Licatenant Smyth and the wounded Ensign Coales of the militia-and Piceard 
of the military,,...June the 20th, early in the morning the entmy attacked 
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the NsE-and NAV. bastions with great fary, but after » dispute of about three 
Hours were obliged 10 retire......About four o'clock in the afternoon the 
factory was taken, when many lost their lives."""* Then there ig the 
‘account sent by the Council to the Court of Directors which has already been. 
quoted in full, 

‘Thus stands revealed the story of a memorsble and gallant defence. a 
defence 20 desperate that it did not cease till all the defenders except a mere 
handful were lying dead or dying on the bsstlous of the (ort, a defence 
worthy of a place in the annals of British valour. Bat what has been’ the 
fare of the herolc defenders of Fort William? Has any Englishman 
reverently searched for their names? Has any historian worthily enshrined 
their. heroism iw’ his pages? One only has done this—and he man ol alien 
race—and his words have been despised and rejected by us all, 
Me, Drake,” writes Ghulam Tiusain Khan, the author of the Sei 
Mutagherin, “Gnding that matters went hard with him, abandoned every 
thing, and fled without so much as giving notice to his countrymen, He 
‘took shelter on Board a ship, and with s small number of friends and 
principal persons he disappcared at once. Those that cemained, finding 
themselves abandoned by their chief, concluded their case most he desperate 5 
yet mort of them were impressed with such a seise of honour that 
preferring death to life, they fought it out until their powder-and ball failing 
at last, they bravely drank up the bitter cup of death; some others, 
sekted by the claws of destiny, were male prisoners.” Even through the 
words of the translation we can respoad to the thrill in the heart of 
tie gallant historian—a soldier himself—when he wrote about "most of 
them" dying gloriously and we can feel the perceptible cold drop when he 
‘added, almost by an afterthought it seems, “some other” were made

Once more we delve in** Mr, Hill's tick mine 
and bring forth “a_ Summary of a list of Inhabitants, &, who bore arms at 
late siege of Calcutta, dated 1 July, 1756." The names of those who ware 
" Killed ot otherwise lost their lives” are placed in italics in the list and the 
only liberty the writer has taken is to set them ont in two columns, the first 
column containing the names of those who survived the siege and the second 
these who fost their lives. The writer has added the particulars placed! 
against cach name and the references are to Mr. Hill's volumes-

751, thatwe had settled the payments from the Rajah for the last Bengal 
your ending the toth April 175t at Sicca Rupees ten Laak thiry five Thousand 
two hiinidrel eighty four, four annas, tex pice (Sa Ra 1,035,284-4-10) 
being in conlormity to the computation made by the Roy Royan by the 
Nabob’s orders the September preceding; at the same time we astured your 
Honors that mesures should be tmken to render this possession more 
advantageous for tle present year, With this view Mr. Sumner war 
appointed in-the month of March to proceed to Burdwan; and soon after the 
Rajah by hie principal Vakeet proposed to lucrease the Mailguzary (oc 
Government's share of the revenues which now belongs to the Company) 
to twenty five task twenty one thousand six hundred sixty one rupees 
‘eight annas for the present Bengal year, and for the next to make It wwenty 
eight lial fifty six tousand one hundred: rinetecn, seveiannas, six pice.

After this plain detail of the advantage which the Company will receive 
from Mr, Sumner’s diligence in the execution of this trust, itis néedless to 
sal any thing in bis favor. Upon his return to Calcutta the collection of the 
siopey, according to the Kistbundee or Monthly proportion settle, wae teft 
in charge to Me. Graham, who went with Mr. Sumner as assistant, and wo

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The followingextract fram the general letter of the Court of Directors 
to the President xnd Council of Fort William is of Importance. 

1g, We havo attended to the several informations and proceedings on 
the subject of the revenars, and from the result of our observations we see 
reason to flatter ourselves that with care and industry great improvements 
may be made in the Duannee collections, We find the revenues of the 
‘Caleutts ands, a6 well xs of Burdwan, Midnapore-and Chittegong, have been 
considerably angmented, and this iricrense gives us a sensible pleasore, 
because we perceive the oumber of inhabitants fiave increased at the same 
time, which we regard-as a proof that they have found in. those provinces, 
a better security of their property and relief from oppredsions ; and it te 
with putticulae satistaction we can attribute these advantages to their being 
riore Immuiliately under the Company's management, and under the constant 
and minute direction of on converanted yervants, The tike abuses which 
have been corrected in these districts, are still severely felt, through all the 
Prayinoes of Rengal and Behar, where te numerous tribes of fouzedars, 
mils, aikdars ete. practice all the various nodes of oppeession which Nave 
been in use as long asthe Moorish Government hiss ubsisted, To correct 
abuses of 40 Jong a growth will require muck time and industry ; and, above 
ailia patient and moderate exertion of the powers invested in us by: the 
grant of the Dewannee:.for we do not meas, by any violent nnd eudden 
reform, to change the cotistitution, but to remove the evil by degrees, by 
reducing that immense number of (dle sycophants, who for thelt am 
eimolument, and that of thelr principals, are. placed between the tenant and 
the Public Treasury, and of which every one must'get his share of plunder, 
the wholo mass of which must amount to.a thost ensemious sum. Among the 
various informations we have received on this subject we have particularly 
attended to Mt. Sykes's letter relating to Dinagepors, entered in your 
Select Committes's Proceedings of the to February 0768. ‘This latter 
exhibits, at one view, a very ample description of the abuses we are speaking 
Of, and which we wish to erniicate. 

14. Our intention je to proceed in this work without taking off {rom any 
cof those profits and cmaluments, which have usually acctued tothe Zemindats. 
who lluve inherited fands from their ancestors, much less to addany thing to 
the.rents to be eolletted from the temants ; 00 the contrary. we mean to better 
tho condition, both of the one and the ather, by relieving them from many 
oppresiions, whieh they now labour under.

INTRODUCTION, 


THE notes from which this atte i compiled were taken diiring a week's 

stay at Bandel (January 4—11, 1914). My chief occupation consisted in 
studying the registers; but, exploring the Monastery and the Church, copying 
inscriptions, and digging for: the- foundations of the ld Jesuit “ College” 
jn the Séo Paclo garden about 20 minutes away, formed some of my 
diversions." 

My notes on the Bande! and Chinsurs Registers need no introduction. 
‘The different parts explain themselves. We have not introdiiced into them 
‘any matter not derived from Church Registers, both because it 1s interesting 
to note how much information these Registers can supply by themselves, and 
chiefly because, as our oiber bistorieal wotes are now in Brussels, whence, 
citing to the war, it ts impossible to reclaim them, we feel no inclination to 
go over ground already covered. 

‘This article is my second Inxtalment towards a catalogue of some 600 
Cathslic Missionaries who laboured in Bengal. from 1572 to 186a, or there- 
about.

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ReMagks on Tre, StATISTICS. 


‘We shall discuss first the statistics of the Aagustiniane of Randel and 
Chinsura, after which we shall add « few remarks on the priests appointed 
tas military chaplains at Chinsura by the Viears Apostolic of Bengal. 

Bagtismt.—{Bandel}- "The Bande) Baptiem Registers contain a gap 
for the years 2738 1759, 1760. The 22 baptisms for 1757 are registered 
under months 4.3.6, 7, 9 only, The go baptioms of 76s, the maximum 
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fon record, mre distributed thus under the twelve months of the years 4: 
4 063,667.29 33. 30, The burial registers of Randel, Murghi- 
hats and Chandernagar do not go back far enough to let ws see whether 
to the mumber of baptisass for Bandel in November and December 1736 (23 
and 20) thete corresponds a proportionately high mortality; but the Murghi- 
hata baptiam tegisters show nothing anusial in November and December of 
6765, Of the 74 baptisms of 4766, 45 took place in July. During that 
month there was a visitation by an eéclesiastical dignitary. (Cf, No. 160 
‘our list of priests). Out of 25 baptisms ix June 1786, 15 were canferred 
hy the Episcopal Governor, Frei Manoel de (Jesus Maria Jose 2), fn No. 
39 infra. 

In spite of many-ups and downs, the Bindel baptisms show a steady. 
decline, especially after 1805, Evidently, the Catholic population of Bandel 
wan driven by alterations In the economic and hygienic conditions ‘af the 
place to parts lower down both banks of the river, Randel had become: 
praverbially nbealtby. A certain percentage of the baptisms: in Vol. 6 
(1866-1905) and Vol. (x906— —) is due to the fact that podple being 
thls children from elsewhere, ith the permission of their parish-priests, 
to be baptised in the Bandel Church.! The increase in the number of 
baptisms aince 1904 is-dus to the Loco quarters of the E 1, Ry. at Randel 
Junction. This has Introduced new Catholic vitatity in a place whore, but 
for the never ceasing How of pilgrims, i had become well nigh estinct, 

(Chinsura, Augustinians) —The 6 baptisms for Chinaura in 1708 cover 
‘only the ast 3} months, Between 1799 and 1838 the baptisms at Chinsurs 
are greatly in excess of those of Bandel; after that they drop. suddenly 
and dwindle rapidly into insignificance. J find among my notes that the 
59 Naptiama in 1834 were largely baptisms of soldier’ children, The 
presence of suldiers at Chinsure between i829 and 18yr# may. explain 
ow the figures of baptisms maintained themselves from s82y to eB9, 
rising even 10 39 in 1Bay and to zy iy 1834. Toynbee in hie, Shelch 
of the Administration of the Hooghly District (1793—s845), Caloutia, 
1888, p. t4, states that in’ (829 the umber of Christion inbabltauts 
of 18 years and moge was 76 in Chinsurs and 30 in Banilel. We muy

Burials at Randel and Chinsura—During the petiod 1793—1866, 
the Christians who died at Chinsura were nearly all busied at Bamnlel, either 
im the Church or in the cemetery, the latter being in front of the Church and 
along the western aisle. The ground is quite small; but, as. only the poorer 
‘lass was boried there and no monuments wern erected. it was passible to go 
on burying indefinitely. The Register shows that there was a cemetery 
at Chinsura, andl some distance to the west of the Chinsura Church there 
is still & Cemetery, now overgrown with jungle which eautaias ut least 
ne masonry moaument. but withont inscription. Na barlaly take place 
thefe new, andlor many years past no gne must hare been buried there 
Je olden tines—the Chivsara Church bears the date 1740—aome people may 
have’been buried in the Chinsura Church also; tw inscriptions are atill to be 
found to it; butvowing to the great -veneratios which all had for the Randel 
Chorch, the “Mother” of ail the Churches jn Bengal, the gonenal wisi at 
Chinsur’ must lieve been to bo interred, as theit ancestors of old within the 
‘shadows of the Bandel Cliurch, jjrelerably within its walle, 

The following statistics will show to what extent this peactice of interting 
within the Church went on at Bandel It wax the came elsewhere, at 
Caleutts, Pata, &¢., though not on #0 great a scale,

Of the 87 fhurtats performed at Chinsurs. in 1860 by the Propaganda 
‘Chaplain aearly all were burials'of soldines, or of their wives and children. 

Morriager—No Marriages are recorded’ in 1769 in the Bande! Regis~ 
ters. The entrles run on continuously, however, no pages being missing. 
My Impression of the Bandel Marriage Registers was that the figures up 
to #778 included alio the marriages of Chinsura. After that date, upto 
he two localities are ng longer distinguished, which may mean. that 
a special register was opencd for Chinsura after 778. Iris all the more 
likely sinc, from 1749 to 18660reven 1879, there appears to Have been 
at Chinsura a resident, priest, sometimes even two, andisincs we have a 
Chinsura baptism register beginning in 1798: At any rate, no special 
marriage regiver for Chingura before 1820%¢ now extant. 

‘Tho statistics of murringes from 1761 to 4321 strike us as very low, 
when compared with the baptisms and burials during that period, eveo if 
we make allowances fora peromtage of baptisms in extremir of children 
and. adults from paganism who died soon after their baptism. The differ- 
epee is all thy more wtiking, if the Bundel burial registers do’ not include 
all the deaths of Chinsura. Nor is it Jess striking after 182t, when we 
have the statistics of baptisms and marriages for both Bandet and Chinsura, 
aad take ii for granted thit from thut date the Bande! butial statinties cuin= 
tain also those of Chinsura. 

Chinsure (Propaganda).—Our tematks above refer to the Augustinians 
at Bande! and Chiosura: Something must be said here of the Propaganda. 
Missioniicles of Chinsura, Up to 1834 the spiritual wants of the Catholic 
soldiers of Chinaura:must hase been attended to by the Portuguese Augu- 
stintana of Chinsurd and Bundel, In 1834, when's Vicur Apostolic was appointed 
by Propaganda, Bengal saw the beginning pf what is called the Goa “schism, 
the Augustinians in Uongal refusing to recognise the Vicar Apostolle without 
the placet of Lisbon. Between 183 and 1857, the year of the Concordat, 
the Portuywrse Clergy maittained their positing in most of the older churchés. 
at Bengal, but as these churches were Jaid under jnterdict by: the Vicars 
Apostolic, special yrovision had to be made for the Catholics adhering to the 
regulations of Propaganda: A military chapliincy under the View Apostobic 
of Bengal was established at Chinsura, We have traced its work im the 
fegisters only between 1851and 1870, but we wild ta appenilla what refer 
ences 10 it we can fiid in printed and MS. papers.

Having collected a number of scattered references to early Missionaries 

in Bengal, we sdiall mention hore only these in which non-Jeauilts or none 
Cajnuchins are alltded to, Mixed up with them may be found some passages 
containing traces of early Christianity, which require xing, i they are not to 
‘escape our attention again. As much ar possible, we avoid ropenting what 
has alrendy been toll by the Rew Fr. H. Joon, $. Jn in his Histoire de le 
Mission du Bengals (Cf Missiont Belges, Braxélles, Kug. t913—Aug: +4), and 
we make It. point to expire forthe momant chiefly printed authorities. We 
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stop short about 1796, because from that dite the atill extant Registers, of 
which we haye made s special study, will yfeld nearly all the names of the 
Clergy.

When St. Francie Xavier artivell at Goa on May 6, 184, Ceylon had’ pot 
yet a Mission properly so called.

Dinawacea to discuss the new religion which was being preached im the 
country, One of the bonzes, openly declaring that the doctrine of

Bengala, where they have many Churches, and the Lord does wot fail to 
console them and other Christians with suffering persecution, as happened to 
Fr Emanuele della Speranza, Vicar of Angelim, who had collected the 
Christians in @ place where they might tive separnte from the Gentilos and 
the Mabomettans; these conceived against him such a violent hatred that 
they Imprisened him three times. Freed at last, his enemies again shut him: 
vp ip astable with Father Francesco della Picth, who was going to the 
Gangos;! bere thoy suffered extreme discomforts, but nat to encounter death 
for their Redeemer was the worst encounter, the Barbarians grudging i them. 
Thwy did not grodge it, however, to five Christian soldiers, who, being 
tlrown into prison, courageously confessed the faith before the tribunal, and. 
wete by their unjust jade condemned to death for refusing to acknow- 
\edge the impostor Mahomed, or to bend the keuce before the lidole 4f the 
country. Having their throats cut by the executioners, they plucked the 
palm of their victorious falth, ‘These Triumphs took place in 1696 and Fe 
Bernurda di Giesi gaye fitting burial to their bodies, which fr carted elie, 
where, lest they should become the prey of wild animals or be esposed to 
the insults of the wicked, In 1621 Fr Diego della Coneettione hud also 
occasion to display ble constaney; he was confined in such a rigorous 
captivity that; ta feed kim, the charity of the Christians was forced to 
overcome with large presents the jailor’s stubbornness, The Father 
Vicar of Angelim veas also imprisoned” (Cf. Michelangelo Laaldi, A°/ndie

Fr. Ambrosio de'S: Agostitho, Provincial in 1730 of the Augustinian 
‘Congregation of the East Indies, Goa, states thit he was a Missionary at 
“Bhawal fy 1726, and that in his time Fr, Antonio: de S, Francisco. was 
Viear of Tesgdo, (CLO Chrenixta de Tixswary; 1867, pp. 57—62,) ‘The 
Vicar of Tesgho in 1774 was Frei Raymind of St, Rita. (Chandernagar 
Baptivm Registers.) 

‘Fr, Manoel of the Assumption’ was ‘Rector of the Mission’ of 
St Nicholin of Tolunting (Bhawal) in Bengal in 1735. Ho was the author 
of the three earliest printed Bengali works on record, (Ch, our article in 
Benyals Past & Present, 1914, Vol, 1X, pp 49-63. He is probably the 
Padre Manoel who was Vicar of Chinsura in 1751, (Chandernagar Marriage 
Registers) 

In 1740. we hoat for the first time of 4 chaplaincy nt Kaslwnbazar, On 
Apf- 26, 1740, the Council of Pondicherry wrote to the Bishop of Mailspuc) 

“My Lord, The RR. FF. Augustinians who were entablished at Moxou- 
dabal [Murshidabad], and who fulfilled the duties of chaplains ja the lodge 
whict our Company has at Kasimbazar, having been recalled, the servants 
‘of our factory were without any spiritual help. Hence the Council of 
Chandernagor hail resolved to invite the Rew. Father Peter Omollaghin, 
Chaplain of one of our vessels from France, to remain in the Tadies nnd 
act as Chaplain at Kasimbazar. To this he consented. Consequently, the 
‘Council of Chandernagor wrote ta the Rey. Fr, Francis of the Assumption, 
Your Lordship's Grand. Vicar at-Gotcotta [Calcutta], asking him to be so 
Kind as to send to the Rov, Father Peter Omellaghin! the necessary powers 
for fulfilling the functions of Chaplain at Kasimbasar. He refuses them 
on the, pilet.....nsucthat this chaplainey is due to the Rev, Jesuit Fathers of 
Chanilernagor, because Your Lordship, when. speaking in divers passages 
‘of the Pastoral of the oth Janoary 1736 of the Parish of Chandornagor and 
its dependencies, appoints the Rev. Jesuit Fathers as Vicars (Cwrds) ‘of the 
‘iid Parish, “The Roy. Fr. Francis of the “Assumption, understands 
that, as all the factories which our Company has in Bengal depend on 
Chandernagor, in case the Company wishes to establish in them vicaragen 
‘or chaplaincies, these should belong by right to the Rev. Jesuit Fathers 
of Chandernagor, an interpretation which neither we nor the Rey, Jesuit 
Fathers had ever thought of, The interpretation does violence to what

Bishop Pinlieiro acceded to their request and the Catholics of Murshi- 
dahad were made dependent on Chandernagar. About 1755 there were 
some Christians in, the service of the Nawab of Murshidabad, whilst eome 
150 of them lived at Kasimbazar, their Chaplain being a French priest, (Ct. 
A Furisdicgso diocesana...... Ops tit, pp. 294—295) However, Anguetil du 
Perron relates that on April 6, (757: the day following his arrival at Murshi- 
dabad, be was conducted to the Vicar “of the Mesti¢o Christians scattered 
about that large towa.” He wasa young Portuguese Augustinian, who 
until then had performed the duttes of Chaplain at Kasimbazar, where 
Anquetil had recently met him when passing through that factory. (Ch. 
Anquetil du Perron, Zend-Avesta, Pacis, 1771, Tome I, Peemidre Partic, 
p LIV) 

When Siraj-ud-dauts marched on Calcutta from Kasimbazar in 4756, 
it was said that he had in his employ 25 Europeans or gunvers and upwards 
of 200 Portuguese. “It was essayed to draw from the Nabob's army the 
several Europeans and Portugueze by application in writing from the priests 
who by three letters representod to them haw contrary it was to Chris 
Hianity thelr taking arms in the servive of the Moors against the Christlans, 
with threats {com those priests unless they quitted the evil way they were 
in and came to our assistance where they would be received into pay, ‘There 
letters were sent to the Nabob's Camp to be delivered to the first Christian 
that could be met with, On receipt thereof they declured there was no 
means felt for them to escape, that had they been before advised of the 
offence they were committing they could possibly have found an oppor- 
tunity of coming over to us.’ (CL S.C Hill, Bengal in 1756-57, 1, 135, 
140-141), The same author states that the Catholic priests of Calcutta 
had been instructed to write to these men and remonstrate with them, (Cf. 
tbid., TI; 1, bexi 

In July 1756, after the captere of Calcutta, there were 3 Portuguese 
Priests on board the ships at Fulta, (Ch. iid, IL. 76, 106). Their nismes 
appear to have been Bento, Cactanoand foam. (Cf. éid,, IIT. 416). Bento 
appears in the Index as Rev, Padre Bento, a Portuguese pricati If 
Caetano was a Padre, he must have been Padre Pr, Caetano da Madre de 
Deos. Pade Bento may have bein Padre Bento de S, Silvestre. But then, 
he must have returned to Chinsura, for on Sept. 16, 1756, he wrote from 
Chinsura to thy English at Fulta giving them useful information about their 
enemies! We copy this document here. 























ty He tupthad at Chinsuta on April 37, 1757, (Chandermagar Baptism Regitiers): 
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Padre Bento's Report of Calcutta, 


September 20, [1756]—Padre Bento of the 16 from Chincura advises 
the Honourable the President, that he had remained from the 1st ta the asth 
Ulto, at Calcutti, where there were then 1,000 or 1,500 Sea Poys, and that 
they had mounted most of the Honourable Company's Cannon on the 
Battery facing the River, for which they had made new Carriadges, very bad 
and unfit for Service, that there were few Guns mounted on the bastions, 
and none on the Curtain; he is since informed by People le can depend 
‘on, that there were only 1,000 Men, in Garrison at Calcutta, that at Tanna’s 
Fort there were 290 men, 11 Guns, four 2 Pounders, one 24 pounder, and 6 
more unlit for service, with only four Portuguese Gunners, that at Bugee 
Bugee thors were 8o0 Men, about 20 good Guns, aud 30 or 60 Portuguese 
little better than Cooleys, that at Hughley there are 500 Men of which 40 
are in the Fort, the rest being quarter'd on the Gonge a place a little above 
Banitel, they have there also 10 unserviceable Guns and some old Portuguese 
Gunners. Ho further adds that, the Spunges for the Guns were that day 
sent up to Muxadavad, and that the 4 Forts seem'd all ready to run away 
upon the first Alarm. 

Phe following document refers to the Mission at Chittagong and the 
neighbourhood, "The very ancient establishment of this Crown in the 
Dominions of Chatigho [Chittagong], at the entrance of the Ganges, being 
‘well known to all the world, and the command of them being in the year 
1756 entrusted to F,.,de Barros, the Council of Bengala lell into the excess 
ol, writing to the Commandant with that arrogance which is matural to the 
English Nation, ‘They intimated to himithat the Nabab of the Country, in 
‘one of the Peace Regulations coucluded with the same Council, had ceded in 
fayour of the English Company the whole of that Province of Chatigéo, and 
they concluded thatthe sald Commandant shoutd at once, and without delay, 
give up the lands under his surveillance, because there was question of 
taking at once possession of them inthe mame of the said Council. What 
odious arrogance! 

Theaaid F,.,le Barron protested with all his might (effcacissimamente) 
that those small dominions belonged to the Portuguese Crown, and that 
they did vot form part of that Province, for that Crown had been many 
<enturies in possession of them in virtue of the lawful donations which were 
kenowato the Court of London, and other neighbouring and non-nelghbour- 
ing powers,

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“But nothing could cheek the English ambition. They took violently 
possession, expelled even the Parish-Priests from their respective Churches, 
anil, iowever much the Viceeoy of India fought for the integrity of the righta 
‘of the Crown, the restitution of the usurped dominions, the observance of the 
ands of peace and alliance, they paid attention to nothing, anid laughed at 
everything; and from that time till now the Englistienjoy, thanks to ais 
Luujust encroachment, that which by every right belongs to.and is part of the 
Portuguese Crown, 

‘That fact thy Court of London cannot disculpata; it i a most glaring 
rupture of the alliance; bat, if the same Court hud not suggested it, and if It 
were to divest itself of iis ambitious projects, it woull at duce give the eondign 
satisfaction which the laws of friendship and public peace demand,!"! 

Father Marco della Tomba, a Capuchin, who came to the Mission of 
Bettiah in 1758, writes hefore 1769: "Between the lands of Cambd and 
thowe of Indostan, towards Taka, there is naothet Ragid [Réjya-Kingdom], 
called Raghmatti, It must be to the east of Nepal, beyonds the lands of Kirat, 
and they say there are maby Christians there, and that the Pariyguese Fathers 
of Bengal formerly lived there, hut have since retired to Daké" (Cf. A. de 
Gubernatis, Scritti del Padre Marco della Tomba, Firetize, 1878, pp. 38— 
59) Rangamatl was along the Brahmaputea in Assam, 

A list of Augustinian Visitors, Provisore and Vicars General in Bengal up 
to 1869 will be found in Casimiro Christavio de Nazareth’s Mitras Lusitanas, 
Pt II, pp, 104-110. Hardly any of the aamen there mentioned go back. to the 
17th Century. ‘They were copied by Padre C. Christovdo de Nazareth ftom a 
MS. book formerly belonging to the Convent of the Augustinians of Goa anil 
ticle Hospice at Colaba, Th 1888 it was still Kept in the parochial’ Archives 
of Mazagon, Bombay. It contains the regulations and elections made in the 
capitular sessions of the Order bere in India between Oct, 18, 1765 and May 9, 
1832.

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‘The study we have made of the oldest Church Registers of Murghihata 
and Serampuc furnishes us with the names of a large number of other 
Missionaries. 

Fr. H. Josson, S, J, states in. Afissions Belges, Brussels, 1914, p13 M1 
that he iad ascertained the names of 77 Fathers and 3 Brothers of the 
Provinces uf Goa and Malabar who laboured tn Bengal from 1376 to tj49, 
as also the names of 27 Fathers, 1 scholastic and 6 Brothers of the French 
Jesuit Mission at Chandermagar. ‘The completo catalogue of the Jusuits in 
Bengal before the suppression of the Society would comprise {rot 130 to 140 
names, We have ourselves published a list of the Portuguese Jesults in 
Bengal with about 78 oames in ot. SB. grt, Vol. Vil, pp. 13-35, and 
our researches in the Chandernagar Church Registers trom 1690 upto date 
still reveal the piamies of about 430 names of the Chandernagar clergy, As 
for the Capuchins of the ‘Tibet Mission from 1904, nearly all belong in a 
manner to Chandetnagar, where they passed on thir way to thelr Mission 
(Patna, Bettinb, Tibet of Nepal), or where they recruited their health, “The 
Rey, Fr, Felix of Antwerp, O, C., is now publishing a list of the Capuchins 
of the Tibet Mission in 7%e Franciscan Anmaly of Judin, Agra, 1915,

If thereis only a single man amongst them who can feel willing 
to make a beginning, and can engage nine associates in one decade, let 
him write instantly up to the Secretary, F, Pereira, Esq, at Gilmore & Co.'s 
Office, and he shall be sure to restive instructions, which will soon multiply 
his decade into some hundreds; and inform him how to arrange his 
accounts, and to transmit their sums to their destination, The good 
Catholics of Fort William have been fired with emulation of the example 
of their brethren at Dum-Dum, and one effort has made them represent a 
bundred and seventy names in the list of members.

It is needless to remind you that the Protestant Chaplain here is allowed 
a lordly salary, all the insignia, and paraphernalia of office, Church, 
residence, pomp, circumstance and all, together with a European Soldier to 
vost, and respond to him on Sundays, &o, while the Commanding Officer 
cannot allow the Catholic Chaplain a Soldier to yest or respond to his 
Church Liturgy during one hour on any one day inthe week. ‘The Indian 
Government may talk of tolerance and liberty of conscience, but one fact 
is worth one thousand arguments,

A subscription being started in favour of a “Nuanery" in Calcutta, 
‘patties in the Motussil, willing to support the good work, will kindly forward 
their contribution to the Catholic Clergymen stationed at Bawaul (Dacca), 
Chittagong, Chandernagore or Chinsurab, Hazaribagh, Hussnabad and 
Serampote." (B.C. £, 1840, Apr. 4, p.211.) It might seem then that the 
Catholic Clergyman of Chandernagar was also Military Chaplain at Chinsura ; 
tut, we find out in Jane 1840 that it was the contrary. 





Under the administration of Messrs. Cordier, Bedier and Niel, the Rev 

Pére Guerin of Chandernagar had directed the General Martin Charity without 
any Interference by any officer of the Government ; but, under the incumbency 
of the new Administrator, he (elt compelled to resign the curacy iu consequence 
of the constant annoyance he was subject to on account of Martin's Charity. 
His successor, the Rey. Pére Boulogne too soon felt the irksomeness of his 
position, "The fact was that he could not conscientiously yield to others the 
trust reposed in him by the Supreme Court : he, however, went so far as 10 
permit a clerk of the Government to be present at the distribution of the 
Chiarity, and readily paid the man for his attendance, This Missionary was 
discovered to be “too clever" for such a settlement, and the authorities 
recommended that his talents should be employed in a larger field where they 
would be better appreciated, Mr. O'Sullivan was named as his successor, 
and the sequel shows how his services have been requited. 

Thus within the short space of eighteen months Chandemagore has had 
io less than threo Curates ; all of whom have suffered persecution for not 
yielding to the arbitrary wishes of an individual who can have no legal right 
to interfere in the disposal of General Martin’s Charit

Gi Dec. go, 1841, Coulirmation was administered! at Chiinsura by De, 
Perzoni, Bishop of Esbona, and Vicar Apostolic of the ‘Tibet-Hindostan 
Mission, to 68 persons, mostly reornitsy who were about to procead to the 
United Provinces. De. Carew of Calewits was at the time detained fn Calvatta 
by the expected arrival of the Loreto Nuns, (Ch, 8.6. Hy 4842, Jan. 22, 
P43): The Catholic Chapel used by the Military Chaplain appointed by Dr, 
Carew was still in 1842 the building which Mesars. Lackersteen and Brothers 
placed gratuitously at the disposal of the Catholic community.

When I 
had the happiness of doing so last year, it was to me a source of pleasure, 
to find that what 1 then communicated, hail met your Grace's approbation, 
for which you imparted your paternal benediction, and should | now be so 
fortunate as to merit and receive the samo, I shall consider myself highly 
favored, this day being the Anniversary of my Ordination at your Grace's 
hands. For the summer months, our Barrack might justly be called “the 
deserted village," as its brave occupants were called away to the acene of arm, 
many of whom, I regret to hear, are now in another world. During this 
Greary interval, { was left to ruminate on. the past, and to console myself 
with the cheering reflection, that the time was fast approaching when t 
would again be employed in doing the holy work of Him Who sent me. 
The 318 Regiment returning to Europe, being fushed with honour and 
victory; was the first to enliven the scene. Though their stay was short, 
1 could perceive their conduct to be in unison with that character which 
they 80 honoarably established and supported during their servitude in India 
Next in succession and in ouinber, was the 52nd Regiment, from Europe, 
The Catholic portion of the Regiment was recruited in Ireland on their 
ate return from Canada, Great mortality had prevailed, particularly among 
the women ond children, though nothing could exceed the attention of the 
Doctors, the care and vigilance of the officers to arrest its progress. As 
Twas ansious to labour, 1 confess my ‘desire was perfectly gratified The 
Hospital and confessional scarcely left me a moment to sparc, and what- 
ever labour had been undergone in both, was amply remanerated on bearing 
their heartfeltt pleasure, when breathing the sweetness and freshness 
of the life of grace, Inever parted with men with more sincere regret, 
and néver saw soldiers who felt more truly grateful for the attention paid 
them They left on the 20th altimo, for Agra, where no doubt. they will 
have every peculiar facility of perfecting what they had here commenced 
At present we haye recruits for several regiments in the country. Though 
they have but lately come to this station, fam sure your Grace will be 
gratified to hear that thirty of those good people approached the holy 
Communion oa last Sunday morning—several had done so during the pre- 
vlous weck, and many are now being prepared ta enjay ‘the same happiness, 
hefore they leave, in a lew days, to join their respective regiments, They 
have afforded me much pleasure for the time being. and I hope they will 
continue to give the same, to those who will have the care of their spiritual 
concerns in future. 

Knowing, as | do, the generous dispositions of the Catholie soldiers, 
with what delight, My Lard, could I expatiste on their liberality and attach- 
ment to their holy religion? Men who can be converted to the great purposes 
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‘of their Creator, if moulded by congenial hands. [have also an idea 
‘of their faults, but if their state of life is duly considered and the other 
‘circumstances in which it is the holy will of God to place them, it will be 
found by the reflecting mind, that they are sranting neither in Hbrality 
norin the observance of the religion of their persecuted fathers. When 
J ear their great Milesian names, I conclude they must he the descens 
ants of those fathiers, who were, in days gone hy, in affluence and’ honour 
in the Island of Saints, but through their undying attachment to that religion, 
which was their “fe, their sweetness, and their hope," their properties 
were confiscated, and their sons are now obliged to serve their Queen 
in a foreign land.

To His Grace the Most Rey, Dr. Carew, Archbishop of Edessa,

My dear Lord Archbishop,—I am happy to inform your Grace that my 
humble exertions amongst the poor Irish soldiers are very successful. 
flock around me to hear the word of God and ask for counsel and advice ¢ 
their hearts and souls are cheered with the iden that Priest is. to remain 
swith them for a few days, to afford them spititual comfort, such as thay were 
accustomed to receive from their good pastors in their own dear native coun+ 
uy. Simple though myinstructions may be in the discharge of the sacred 
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functions of my ministry, yet 1 feel happily convinced, that they are not in 
vain, for I find that these sincere Catholics, blessed as they are with the light 
of faith, guided and directed by the unerting Doctrine of Cathoticity, and 
influenced by the sound principles of morality, 90 frequently inculcated, so 
‘earnestly recommended) and so deeply rooted in their minds from the earliest 
awa at childliond, derive no inconsiderable benefit frot them. 

‘This consoling circamstance alone is more than sufficient 10 excite all the 
‘energies of my soul and induce me to labour strenuously amongst them ; to 
complain'of 490 much labour, I dare not, for 1am to richly compensated by 
their piety amd aval. Notwithstanding the hardships they endured for four 
months’ tedious passage from Europe, the very evening they reached this 
station, numbers of them came to visit the House of God, when in humble 
adoration of the Deity they bent their knee in the pious attitude of prayer, and 
poured forth from their grateful hearts and souls their lervent meed of praise 
and thanksgivings to their Maker for the rich ineffable blessings bestowed so. 
graciously upon them. 

My dear Lord Archbishop, all that these good honest soldiers requice to 
tender them faithful to their God and sincerely devoted to their Religion, — 
dutiful subjects to their beloved Soverciga, obedient, docile and serviceable 
servants to the authorities placed over thom, is to give them free, unrestricted, 
imcontrolted religious liberty and a suitable plice of worship, where alter the 
vations fatigaes and labours of the day they feel anxious to retire, to relieve 
their minds in the devout contemplation of their Heavenly Maker, where, with 
all tumility und simplicity of heart and soul, they may adore the Got! who 
made them, and cheerfully submit themselves to alt the decrees of His Divine 
Providence. Give to tho poor Irish Soldier a place for Divine Worship and 
‘you will find kim to be abrave, active and obedient subject, and ono faithfully 
punctual in the discharge of all his duties, No wonder; for at the shrine 
fof prayer he learns to submit himself to the wise dispensations of Divine 
Providence; he soothes all his sorrows, and offers up to his Sovereign Lord, 
his trials and diffculdes through life, and with Christian fortitude, patiene and 
heavenly cesignation he submits himself to the holy will of God. 

On this subject { shall say no more, save this, that if the authorities were 
aware of the many advantages resulting from having a British Clergyman 
amongst the Catholic Soldiers, in the different. atatious throug hout all India, 
they would not hesitate for.a moment to give them a suitable place for divine

the support of a Priest, But the poor Catholic soldier must ansioualy pray 
for belter days, and wait patiently fora more liberal Government j let him 
console himéell, however, for the Priest will always be his friend, will stand.

We assure our readers that we do not exagwerate, when we: state that 
it wasn mout distressing spoctacle to behold six or seven hundred urgpeans, 
Men, Women and Children, not merely crowded, but packed together, lke 
héreinys in a barrel, ia this wretched godown, unfit to: serve even for a 
Gentleman's Stable, Yet there that large Congregation had, as on every 
Sunday, to assemble also on tust Tuesday, in ordor to assist at the Sacred 
Solemnity already designated. 

Belore the Ceremony had half terminated the Archbishop together with 
his Assistant Priest, Rev. Mr. Cheroutre, as. well ad every one present, even 
the youngest and moat robust, was bathed in perspiration and quite exhavated 
by occasion of the confined, opprersive atmosphere “of the spartmentie~ 
td yet the day vas, on the whole, by no means a bot nv. I was, on 
the contrary, cloudy, and rendered agrocable bya gentle breeze Irom the 
South, Whilst touching om this subject, we may also. advert to the similar 
weratghedl Chapel accommodation provided in Fort William, in what we are 
fold Is an sbandaned Stuble, fora Catholic Congregation of more than 500 
persons: The grievance with regard to Fort William Roman Catholle 
‘Chapel has been, agalo and again, urged on the notice of Govérninent, even 
by several Protestant Military Officials. Bat all to no purpose) When H, 
Mie 18th Royal Irish Regt, which aumbered on its roll B or goo Catholics, 
was quaiterrd i Fort William, the excuse then alleged for not giving the 
Catholic Soliicrs suitable Chapel accommodation is said to: have been that 
their particular caso was only a transitory ome, av it was wot ta be expected 
that any other Regiment, which might succeed the Royal Irish in Fort 
‘William, would contain an equal number of Catholics.

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We have reason to know, that a like paltry, degrading subterfuge has 
been adopted in the way of excuse, for not providing: proper Chapel accom 
‘modation at Chinsursh for the Catholice of the 3d Bengal European Fusiliers. 

The policy which dictates this unworthy course of conduct towarde the 
Catholic Military in lodia bespeaks not merely gross bigotry, but also, even 
{ina human point of view, a narrow, short-sighted spusious political economy. 
For by occasion of it, not only are onc-half or a third of the Soldiers excluded 
for want of Chapel accommodation from assisting on days of obligation 
fat Mass and religious instructions, but, even with regard to those who can 
attend at Divine Service, their condition is rendered so pitiable by the close 
confined atmosphere of the Chapel, that the Priest Ieels it proper to detsin 
the Congregation as briefly as possible. 

Honce again, the daty of assisting at Divine Worship is rendered 
in the way just mentioned distasteful and oppressive to the Catholic 
Soldiers, and In these circumstances it is not surprising that, fram time 
to time, many of them should profit of any excuse that may offer, to 
absent themselves from it, especially in a'climate like that of India. This 
neglect of religious duty naturally leads those guilty of it to other irregularities 
and transgressions against military discipline. Imprisonment and other 
Punishments, always detrimental in pecuniary, ax well as in a moral point 
of view to the public service, ate sire to follow, as a matter of course, and 
thus, oftentimes, a Soldier, who, had his religious wants buen in time duly 
attended to, would have Jone credit to himself and his Corps, becomes. aot 
‘only a useless, but even a dangerous character. 

Moreover, especially in those Regiments, in which Catholics and 
Protestants are about equally numerous, and still more i those Corps, and 
there are not « few of them, in which the number of Catholica greatly 
reponierates over that of thei: Protestant Comrades, it must prove a hutniliate 
ing and, at the same time, a yey iritating annoyance toa Catholic Officer, 
ow private, te see that, whilet his Protestant (ellow-Soldiers, without any 
superior claim on the score of bravery or good conduct havea Church 
abundantly fumished with the luxuries, if we may so speak, of public 
Wworhip, be, nevertheless, is consigned to’ a receptacle, by an egregious 
misnomer, called a Chapel, which an English Nobleman would feel ashumed 
to make use of almost even for his kennel.

The question, long mooted, as to the existence or non-existence of 
Chinsurah as s military station or depdt, will be shortly decided, probably 
within the next 4 or 5 montlis. A few days ago was told by an olficer 
that the Secretary of State for India, Sir Stafford Northcote, had given 
an order, that a plan and map of the cantonments und of thé whole station of 
Chinsurah should be drawn out and sent to him as soon as possible, The fiat 
of the great man will then be uttered and our fate will be decided It is 
indeed to be boped that his decision will be favourable : for it would be a 
reat pity to let our splendid range of barracks, our magnificent hospital, and 
the officers’ quarters go to niin and decay, or even to apply them to any other 
Purpose, Asa military station, it js @ thousand degrees superior to Dum 
Dum, and bas many advantages over it. It is within a favourable distance 
oF Calcutta, so that troops and recruits arriving, from Eutope ean be landed 
here at the very ond of the barracks, without going to Calcutta, and, being 
vituated at a short distasice from the Railway, invalids and Time-expined men 
fan be comfortably accommodated until the ships be ready to receive them. 
‘The great and, in fact, oily objection to it, (site smallness, ‘The cantonments 
are very circumscribed and are almost surrounded by bazaars, Thuy forin as 
nearly ax possible the segment of a chile, of which tle chord is the third of 
a mile tong, and the perpenilienlar about one-fourth of a mite. A lew month 
go) Sir John Lawrence visited the station, and it sem that his eptnian was 
very favourable to i, a8 he gave ofders that the boundaries should be greatly 
extended.

“kind cld soldier, who performs his own daties faithfully, and at the same time 
takes care that all his subordinates do theirs; s fact to which they will all 
“testify. He possesses the very admirable quality, one not very common in 


superiors, of seeing everything, not with the eyes of others, but with his own 
eyes. Every day,at no stated hour, he walks round the cantonments, visits the 
barracks, hospital and out-houses, and, i{ he finds anything wrong or out of 
order, the head of that particular department is sent for, and has a gentle hint 
and caution administered to him to mind bis business better. Qur great 
drawback to this station, however, is the want of a Catholic Chapel for the 
soldiers. The Chapel at present, and for the last 20 years, Is simply a godown. 
(On its right are the Commissariat stores of rum and beer ; on the left are the 
Quarter Master's stores ; on top other store-rooms, ani in front (oh! tell it not 
in Gath) are the public privies. It will contain about 180 persons, whilst. very 
alten there are 350 or 400 Catholics to attend Divine worship. It Is indeed 
to be hoped that, should the greal man in London decide in fayour of 
Chinsurah being continued as a military dept or station—and there is no doubt 
but he will =the Government of Inilia will, for its own credit at least, provide 
some other place as a Catholic Chapel. ‘The Protestant Church is the old one 
built by the Dutch ; the Presbyterians have a snug, tidy little cbapel : the 
‘Armenians have a pretty Church; the Portuguese Chapel is not yet 
commenced, but the ground is ready ; but every place of worship in the station 
In auperior to the ugly little Chapel of the Catholic saldiers.

The following. extracts, from the Letter of the Court of Directors to 
Bengal, dated 16th March, 1768, are of considerable interest. Paragraph 
27, which deals with the propriety of the Governor making an anhual (our, 
shows inn most striking way the limits of the office which Warten Hastings 
ook over in.1772 and left so great in 1785. 


Tue Count oF DinuctoRs To BENGAL, 
16th March, 768, 


17, We ate very well pleased with your attention to our interest in 
increasing the revenues of the Caleutta lands, yet at the same time 
we must repeat our directions that, having once neatly ascertained 
the value of these or any other funds, you should let them on 
long leases, Jest new demands should give use to new, oppressions, 

18 Wo are very well satisfied with the collection of the Revenues 
ai Rordwan, We observe you have recalled the Council estab. 
listed there except one servant. We take it (or granted that 
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you found it necessary to leave him there; yet his office requires 
Home explanation as we do vot see what use he is of, the 
administration being entirely in the tands of the Rajah, wha, 
having executed: his Aistéwndee, bas nothing more to do than'to 
pay in the amount of the appvinted periods, 

We do not very well understand your mot}yes for consenting to 
advances of money tothe Midnapare Zemindars for the cultivee 
ion of their lands. If it is to be applied to the cultivation of 
waste or the improvement of poor lands, it may be very right, 
Wecause it will ultimately tend to the increase of the revenues, 
but we fear it may open a door to bad debts and chicancry. 

We observe with pleasure Me Graham's assiduity in investigating 
the state of the provinces of Midnspore and Jellasore, and hope 
you have tumed yoor attention to applying proper remuiies 
to the distresses of those Provinces arising from the overflows 
ings tf the riverk and the want of hands for cultivation. “The 
banking of the rivers ix an object of such public utility as 
metits your countonance, You will, therefore, do well to advance 
the money to the Rajahs or Zemindars necessary for that purpose, 
or dovit on the Company's account conditionally that the rent 
shall be raised in proportion, By thie assistance and by. letting 
the uncultivated larids of talooks on long lwases, industry will be 
Toft to Its free course, and we imagine population will follow. 

We are very glad that Mahomed Reza Cawn has acquitted himself 
so much to your satisfaction. Assure him of our approbation and 
protection, and of the sense wo entertain of his services. 

We do not approve the permitting the Ministers to hold tands on 
their own account, it being.a contradiction in the nature of their 
office that they should hold those countries over which themselves: 
are established a check and eontroul sand, therefore, we think 
jpormitting Mahomed Reex Cain to hold the Nabobship of Dacca 
is improper. 

We have no reason to suspect that the province of Dacea is not 
Jot to the best advantage, yet we cannot avoid taking notice of your 
‘omitting to reply to an. observation we made in our fetter of the 
roth February 1766.00 the dispute between the late Nabob Meer 
Jaffer und Mahomed Reza Cawn on the deficiency in the Dacca 
Revenues, and we are further to remark that in an estimate of the 
Revenues in ovr possession (i copy of which is a number ia the 
packet), the province of Dacca is estimated at Rupees 25,13,867. 
The expences of the collections are also higher than any other 
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province. Upon the whole we think this subject merits an 
enquiry. 

a5, We expect to hear a rigorous scrutiny was’made into the great 
deficiency in the Revenues of Dinagepoce and that the rank or 
importance of the offender has not exempted hins from justice, 

a6. We are desirous to have the security of property so much 
estublished in the Provinces as the nature of the Goyernment and 
disposition of the people will admit. Withthis-view, we wish to see. 
as much of the spirit of our Jaws of inheritance adopted by the 
Country Government as can be mide agreeable to them, particularly 
that they should relax from the power of seizing the effects of 
those who die without children, and also adopt the right of 
bequeathing by will, These, we conceive, woold be the best means 
of discouraging the secret hoarding fol money and establishing a 
right in the subject to their property. You will be the best judges 
how far this can be done, consistent with the claims of the Rajabs 
and landholders and the established customs of the country, 

27. We do not altogether agree with Lord Clive in the necessity of the 
Governors making sn annual tour of the Provinces. ‘The majesty 
and dignity of the Government still resides in the Nubob and his 
ininisters, and they only are known to the inhabitants as the power 
to whom they are accountable. Any great violence or opprestions 
will mist probably reach the ear of the Resident at the Darbar who 
can immediately exercise his influence to get them redressed, 
But, if the Governor carries with him in his tour the authority of the 
Stale, it givesthe subject the idea of a divided Government. If, 
nevertheléss it ix found mecessary, we expect it shall be made 
without ostentation or expensive parade, 








In the letter just quoted, the Directors desire to assure Mahomed Reza 
Cawn ‘of our approbation and protection, and ofthe sense we entertain of his 
services.” Alas! so nigh is grandeur to our dust!) Tn the 78th paragesph of 
their letter of March 17, 1769, the Directors inflict a “very severe: censura” 
on their Council in’ Bengal for witholding information as to “the 
against Mahomed Reza Cawn of not having accounted to the Nabob Meer 
Jaffier (Mir Jsfar] for the revenues of the Dacca Province.” By the letter of 
the Directors of seth April 1774 it appears that Mahomed Reza Khan had 
accepted the farm of the revenucs of the Dacca Chasla at the tate of 
Rs, 38,86,242: but he had actually paid in only Re. 20.63.08, There 
might be a sofficient explanation for the discrepancy, but the Directors 
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complained that the Cslcutta authorities lad left the matter uninvestigated. 
On August 28, 1771, the Directors wrote: 








13. ‘The numbesless complaiuts which you say you lave treeived from 
the merchants of Calcutta respecting the Salt Trade and the 
penwannahs granted under the geal of Mahomed Reza Cawn for = 
monopoly of the trade for three years, exhibit 4.scene s9 contrary to 
‘our expectations, so opposite to our intentions, and so contradic. 
tory to our positive commands, that we can by no means approve 
your conduct either towards Mahomed Reza Cawn or Telukee 
Rin, the latter of whom, under different Zemindars, was, it seems, 
the man appointed to the actual monopoly of that article, We 
are. well persuaded that Mahomed Reza Cawn could aot be 40 easily 
imposed upon, as he pretended to have been, by persons who 
are said to have solicited the perwannals. It is not at all probable 
that he could believe that these salt works were unoccupied, while 
so muny fierchants were even Glamorous for «share in the trade, 
Even supposing he had belioved it, ashe owns what he was at 
that time in Calcutia, his plain duty was to have represented the 
matter directly to our Governor and Council, nad not tu have 
granted very extrsorilinary privileges to individuals in direct 
contradiction to the Company's orders, with which he was perfectly 
acquainted. Butitappests lo us very probable that Mahomed 
Cawn's undue influence had totally discouraged the merchants, and 
it ie no wonder they became, willing to receive their money 
whien they could no longer indulge. 












On the following day, the Directors added -— 


14. As Mahoined Reza Cawn had the express orders of the Company: 
and the regulstions of the Committee before him for his guidance, 
We are gteatly astonished that he should presume, om such 
frivolous pretences, to disobey the one and totally disregard the 
other: and, itis impossible, after detecting him in. such conduct, 
that we should any longer consider im as 2 proper object. of 
that fall confidence hitherto reposed in him. We have in this 
transaction the clearest proof of his secretly counteracting our 
positive commands, and we must concluile that he will not scruple 
to tepeat the same practices whenever self-interest anda favourable 
‘opportunity occurs for that purpose. 
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‘On the 2oth August, the Directors wrote: — 


19. 


Notwithstanding we observe that Mahomed Reza Cawa com- 
plained of « monopoly of rice being carried on by other persons, 
we have reseived information that he himself, in the very. beight 
of the famine, has been guilty of great oppressions; That he has 
been guilty of stopping the merchants’ boats, loaded with rice 
and other provisions intended for the supply of Muxadayad, and 
has forcibly compelled owners to sell their rice to him, at a price 
$0 cheap as from as lo 30 Seers per Rupee and resold it 
afterwards at the rate of 3 or 4 seers Per Rupec, and all other 
cotables in proportion; and that altho’ it is affirmed this conduct 
of Mahomud Reza Cawn lias operated in the destruction of many 
thousands of peopte, yet it has been overlooked by those in power, 
who ought to have prevented him from acting in a manner so 
inhuman, aod so very unworthy the station which he fills, as 
Naib Dewan of the Province of Bengal. 

We have repeatedly directed you to enquire into the very large 
balances said to be due from Mahomud Reza Cawn on account of 
the Dacca Revenues ; and upon the whole, nothing of consequence 
has been produced by our frequent orders on this subject, But 
after such a discovery of flagrant duplicity tn Mahomud Reza Cawn, 
we ‘cannot persuade ourselves that his bare assertion, of haying 
accounted for all the money collected, ought to have the least 
credit with us. The unadjusted balances ainount to a very large 
sum, and we are determined that either he shall prove to ns, 
that he did not colfect the whole Revenue, and what part was 
temitted, and to whom all abatements were specifically made, or 
refund to the Sircar all the balances due from the chucla of Dacca 
during the time he rented the Revenues of that District. 

When we expected that the influence and protection of the 
Company would have had such happy. effects throughout the 
Provinces of Bengal as would ensure to us a considerable increase 
in the Revenues of the Dewanny, we cannot bat be deeply affected 
to sce ourselves disappointed in that reasonable expectation and to 
experience such a revetse as now appears by the great diminution 
of thave Revenues, particularly in the Province of Bahar. Indeed, 
when we tum our view to the flourishing state of Burdwan and 
the increasing revenue of that Province, under the irimediate 
inspection our of servants, we cannot byt conclude that the 
diminution of the Dewanny Revenues must have bees owing 
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to the misconduct or malversation of those who haye had the 
Superintendency of the cotections. 

But as we have further reasons to suspect that large sums haye, by 
violent oppressive means, been actually collected by Mahomed 
Reta Cawn, on account of the Dewanny Revenues, great part of 
which he has appropriated to his own use, or distributed amongst 
the. creatures of his power and the instruments of his oppressions, 
we should not think ourselves justified to the Company or the 
public were we to leave him in future the management of the 
Dewanny Collections ; and as the transferring the like trust to 
any other minister could yield us little prospect of reaping any 
benefit from the chaige, we are necessitated to seek by other 
ieans the full advantage we have to expect fron) the grant of the 
Dewanny. It is therefore our determination to stand forth as 
Dunn, and by the agency of the Company's servants, to take upon 
ourselves the entire care and management of the revenues In 
confidence, therefore, of your abilities to. plan and. execute this 
Important work, we hereby authorize and require you to divest 
Matomed Reza Cawa: and every person employed by or in 
conjunction with him or acting under his influence of any further 
charge or direction in the business of the collection; and we trust 
that fo the office of Duan you will adopt such regulations and pursue 
such teasures as shall at onee ensure to us every possible 
advantage and free the ryots from the oppressions of zemindars 
und petty tyrants under which they may, have been suffered to 
remain, from the interested view of those whose influence and 
authority should have been exerted for their relief and protection, 
From the grounds that we have to suspect that Mahomed Reza 
Cawn has abused the trost repased in him and been gulity of 
rminy acts of violence and injustice towards his countrymen, we 
deem insufficient the depriving him of a station which may he 
nade subservient 10 the most corrupt purposes ; it Is therefore 
ur pleasure anil command that you enter into a minute investign- 
tion not only of the sauses to which the decrease of revenue may 
bbe ascribed, but also into Mahomed Reza Cawn's general conduct 
daring the time the Dewanny revenues have bean under hit 
charge, And, as the several complaints and accusations already 
poticed to you, are of « nsture foo serious to be suffered to pass 
over without the most rigid enquiry, we have directed our Presi- 
dent to order him to. repair 10 Calcutta there to answer to the 
wets which shall be alleged against him, both in respect to hit 
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Public sdministration and private conduct And while we enjoin 
you to pursue your researches with unremitting care and attention, 
‘we expect you to obtain-not anly a just and adequate restitution 
of all sums which may have been withheld fram the Cirear or the 
Company; cither by embezzlement or collusion, but also ithe redress 
of such injuries as individuals: may have sustained by the exercise 
of his power'or the effects of his avarice, 

As such appearances of corrupt practices in the administration 
of Mahomed Reza Cawn leave us rooim fo appeehend that he may 
have been equally unfaithful in the discharge of the trust he held 
under the Nabob, we further direct that you make a fill and 
Strict enquiry concerning the application of the large sums which 
have passed through hit hands on account of the annual stipends 
paid to successive Nabobs inconsequenice of the Treaty in 1765 
for the maintenance of family and the charge of scpoys 
for the support of their dignity and if it shall appear that any 
Part thereof has not been duly accounted \for hy him, we require 
you to demand and receive for ihe benefit of the Cirear the 
amount of all such gums:as be may have withheld of applied to Nis 
own separate use, 

Though we have nota doubt but that by the exertion of your 
abilities and the care and assiduity of our servauts in the 
superintendency of the reveoue the collections will be conducted 
with more-advantage to the Company and case to the natives thas 
by the means of a Naib Duan, we are (ully sensible-of the expedi- 
exey of supporting some ostensible: minister ia the Company's 
interest at the Nabob’s Court to transact the political affairs of 
the Circar and interpose between the Company andi the subjects 
of any Evropesn Power in all cases where they may thwart our 
interest or encroach on. our authority, Agd ax Mahomed Reca 
‘Cawn can no longer be considered by us as one to whom such 
power can safely be committed, we trust to your’ local. knowledge 
the selection of some person well qualified for the affairs of 
Government and of whose attachment ta the Company you shall be 
well assured. Sich person you will recommend to the Nahob 
to succeed Mahomed Reza as Minister of the Government. and 
Guardian of the Nabob's minority: and.we persuade ourselves that 
the Nabob will pay such regard to your recoimendition as to 
invest him with the necessary power and authority. 

Asthe advantages which \the Company may receive from the 
appointment of such Minister will depend on “his readiness to 
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promote our views and advance our interest, we are willing to 
allow him'so fibers! a gratification as may excite lis zeal and 
ensure his attachment to the company. We therefore empower 
you to grant to the person whom you shall think worthy of 
this trust “an annual allowance not exceeding three laaks of 
rupees, which we consider not only as a munificent reward 
for any services he shall render the Company but sufficient to 
enabls him to support his station with suitable rank and dignity. 
mm And here we must addthat in the choice you shall make of a 
person to ‘be the active Minister of the Neboh’s government, 
we hope and trust that you will show yourselves worthy of 
the confidence that we have placed in you, by being actuated 
therein by no other motives: than those of the public good and 

the safety and interest of the Company. 

36, As the disbursement of the mime allotted ts the Nabob for the 
maintenance of his household and family and the support of his 
dignity will pass through the hands of the Minister who shall 
be selected by you, conformable to ole preceding arders, wo expect 
that you will require such Minister to deliver annitilly: to your 
Board a regular and exact account of the application of the several 
sums paid by the Conipany to the Nabob. Thik you will strictly 
examine and we trust that you will mot suffer any part of the 
Nabob’s stipend to be appropriated to tho Minister's own use, 
or wasted among the untiecessary dependents of the Court, hut 
that: the whole amount be applied to the purposes for which ft was 
masigned by us, 


Between the years 1814 and 1876 there were sever Bishops of Caloutts, 
‘one of whom (Bishop Wilson) occupied the see for twenty-six years. Fr m 
1814.to 1878 there were only’ four Archdencons. Of the first Arehdescon very 
fittle is known, there being practically ‘no records of his work extant in the 
‘Atchieacon’s Office. A somewhat meagre monument isto be found in the 
“chancel of St. John’s Church = it records -— 
HENRY LLOYD LORING, 
First Archdeacon of Calcutta, 
died 4th September 1822, 
‘Ageil 38 years. 
‘An bumble, pure and heavenlysminied bear, 
Beloved in fife and lamented in death ; 
‘This amiable Christian 
thas left an impression on the hearts of those 
who kriew him, which mo time can efface, 
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Itis written in the deepest lines on theits, 
who in deference to the humility of his character, 
Yet, anxious to record his virtues, haye placed 
this simple tablet. 





Archdeacon Loring was ‘interred’ in the South Park Street Burial 
Ground on the 4th September, 1822: but the official register does not show 
the site of the grave. The next two Archdeacons were men of some 
renown, both of them becoming Bishops of Madras, Daniel Corrie waa 
appointed Archdeacon in 1823, was consecrated Bishop of Madras in 1835, 
and died February sth 1837, aged 59, Thomas Dealiry succeeded to the 
Archdeaconry in 1835, when Corrie went home to be consecrated Bishop. 
Dealtry was consecrated for Madras in 1849, succeeding to. Bishop George 
John Trevor Spencer, who resigned in that year and died in 1866. John 
Henry Pratt became Archdeacon of Calcutta in 1849, and died! at Ghasipur 
on December a8th 1871, having served In the Bengal Ecclesiastical 
Establishment for thirty-three years, and held the Archdeaconry for 
twenty-two, 


Col, D, G, Crawiord writes to me ; 
The following epitaph may be teen in the old burial ground of Brighton 
around St. Nicholas Church. ‘The tombstone stands an’ the north side of the 
‘Church, Most of the other tombs in the chuscliyard are of much older date: 
"Sacred / to the Memory of / SAKE’ DEEN MAHOMED, / of Patna, 
Hindoostan, / who died on the 24th of February 1854, / aged ror 
years. / And of Jane his wife / who died on the 26th of December 
4850 /aged 70 years," 








On page 25 of the present volume, Mr, Sandys writes: On January 
45, 1893, the Rev. A. Clifford was consecrated Bishop of Lucknow in St, 
Paul's Cathedral Calcutta, bring the first Bishop to be actually consecrated 
in India.” Mr, Sandys, of course, means the first Anglican Bishop, but 
be has overlooked the interesting fact that the first Anglican Bishop 
consecrated in India was Dr, Macdougal, whom many of us can remember in 
his later years as a Canon of Winchester Cathedral, Macdougal was conse. 
Grated to the See of Lahore at St. Paul's Cathedral Calcutta in 1855 by 
Bishop Wilson, assisted by Bishop Dealtry of Madras and Bishop Smith 
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of Victoria. He is the “brave Macdougal” of Kingsley's poem from which 
the following fines are so pften quoted: 
"Do the work that’s nesrest 
Though it be dull at whiles, 
Helping when you see them 
Lame dogs are stiles.” 





‘Within the gateway of the Metropolitan's Palace in Chowringhi there is 
a thassive Chinese bell. It would be interesting to discover its history. 
‘The following is translation of the inscription on the bell. The “fourth 
year of Chand Lung” is said to be 1720 A. D- 

Bett Ar LIMBO AND PLACED IN THE Saints’ CHURCH. 

With joy and gladness we place this bell in the Church, so that the 
‘sound of its pealing may not only be beard close by but afar. 

‘The Saints have their dwelling place everywhere. 

If you believe, you will follow God's way and will find easy access 
to Him. 

On hearing the sound of the bell, you will be brought to a recollection 
of your sins. 

Even the dead on hearing the sound of the bell will ascend to heaven. 

‘We on this earth are burning in fire, on hearing the sound of ‘this bell, 
will escape out of its heat to a cooler place. 

Those who believe in God shall all become saints. 

‘Chan Lung [Viceroy of] Thai-chin in his 4th year, on a-lucky day in 
‘November, made this bell, 

‘Quong-Si [Viceroy of] Thai-Chin in his 17th year made this inscription.

TT HE announcement made of the gift by the Government of fnidia to the 

Royal Philatelic Society of ‘nine lithographic stones and. four engraved 
copper plates used in the ‘production of the earliest {niin postage stamps 
and essays in Calcutta in the mid fities is not nly of philatatic jnterest, but 
also of general moment, His Excellency the Viceroy has offered them ta the 
Society-as relics of " considerable historic interest,” and, needless to say, his 
offer has been accepted with gratitude, The present writer Kad more than! once 
svailed bimself of ‘the opportunity at the Survey Office in Calcutta of bundling 
these valuable reminders of a long-ago period of postal activity, und whén 
resident in that city, more than Once unsuccesefully urged thely being placed tn 
the Vietoria Memorial Hall collection is worthy of permanent deposit tere, 
Since ‘his return from. India ‘be hias again called public-attention to heim at 
the Margate Congress and elsewhere, and now India’s loss had resulted in 
London's gain. 

In commenting on the gift the London Philatelist dwells upon the 
suitability of the Royal Philatelic: Society to be the recipient of this “ rich and 
valuable donation," which will for a fitting appanage to the plates already 
reposting in Southampton Row of oatly Mauritius, Prince Edwards Island 
South Avstralia, and otlier dominions, Tie monumental work, “The 
Postage and Telegraph Stamps of British India,” was publitheit under the 
auspices of the ‘Philatelic Society of India, and two of its authors (Sir C. 
Stewart-Wilson and Mr. L. LR. Hansbitry), together with that Society's 
then Honorary Secretary (the present writer), ate all now: members of the 
Council of the Royal Philatelic Society, 

The earliest Indisn postaye stamps known as the ‘! Scinde-Daks" were 
locally issued for Scinde by Sir Bartle Frere in 1852, but thelr use had been 
Giecontinued prior to the appearance of the issues for the whole of India of 
1854-35. The quaint little red, white and bloe trio, bearlog the Company's 
modified! broad arrow budge (well-‘nown to Clive) used’ from the time of 
Charles 11, had run its course by goth September 1854, alter which the unused 
stock was destroyed, and the Pan-Indian stamps appeared, 
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A postal system of a kind had already been established by Clive (1766) 
‘and improved upon by Warren Hastings (1774), and in 1837 an alaboration 
oF ft was established which held its ground. with more or less success itil the 
‘siamps male from the stones and plates now given by the Viceroy to London 
appeared. 

‘At first the Court of Directors was ilisposed to rely: permanently upon 
Indian made stamps and, in 1853 Colonel Forbes of the Calcutta Mint 
produced a design for a stamp showing the coaventional "Lion and Palm-tree 
fas borne on the gold motur coin of 1847 froma dic of Wyon's engraving, 
ahd it ie pot without Interest to note in passing that this same design is 
the subject of the obverse of the medal of the Philatelic Society of Inilin 
formed im 4897, "The Postage and Telegraph Stamps of India,"* (to which 
this-writer is much indebted, fot material for this article) tells the story in 
detail of the delays resulting from the experiments and enquiries on the part 
of the Mint authorities, until ultimately, at the end of 1854, Captain H. 
L. Thuiltier, Deputy’ Surveyor-General In charge of deparmental 
lithography at the Survey Office, relieving ‘the Mint, successfully undertook 
the manufacture of the first stamps of India which now rank with many 
other much.sought.after issuies of the early days of Philately. There is no 
péeasion to describe the Thuillier-Numeroodin stumps here. All ate well 
Known to both philatelists and the general public. Considering the ofreums- 
tances of their origin, (ink, chemicals, paper aiid other necassities of manufac- 
ture all proved tmnaccommodating) and the Hme pressune under which they 
ware created, they are among the miracles of their kind, reflecting the greatest 
credit upon the skill of Baboo Numeroodeen, the artist chiefly responsible for 
shecexecution of the work and upon the patience and energy of all concerned. 
Numerodean #3 one of the natives of India whose fame bas long: survived 
him. Captain ‘Thuillier died as Genetal Sir Henty Edward Landor Thuillier, 
C.S: 1, in June 1g06 at the age of ninety-two, 

‘Atwo anna stainp (turned out by the Calcutta Mint) appeared in 1854. 

Various circumstances transpiring, it was not deemed, advisable to rely 
upon India aa the source of supply for the growing colossal. requirements of 
the Indian postal system, and in November 1855 the first Indian stamps 
made ln England by Messrs De La Rue & Co. reached Calentta and were 
brought Intouse. Nowas then) thelirm of De La Rue & Co., are still the 
makers of India’s stamps. There It a story that very grave apprehension 
prevailed in India that the first Do LaRue consignment would not arrive in 
time to obviate a stamp-famine. The local stamps were rapidly being 
absorbed, and it is believed by some thit the Mint had made the necessary 
prelimisary arrangements for a "Lion and Plam-tree” provisional issue 
fn the event of the non-acrival of the earliest. steel engraved stamps from 
home, The consigament, however, arrived in time.

‘The figures of issue of the Mint-made 2 annay green. are fot available, 
but It is believed that not more than a million were printed. 

Retauches in the designs abound, and marginal devices vary, Remaina 
ders were called in and destroyed early in 1858, 

The stones, etc., presented to the Royal Philatelic ‘Society include those 
used in the production of essays ns well as of actual stumps. 

The making of the Thuillier-Numeraoileon Indian stamps of 1854-35 In 
Calentia is one of the thingy upon which the sity has the right to pride 
herself: “After the Scinde Diks they were the firat Postage stamps to appear 
hot only in India tut in “Ania, The rightful permanene resting plice for 
the stones, etc, ftom Which they were made, was the Victoria: Memorial 
Hall on the Maidan; but failing the Hall, the Present writer, as curator of 
the Royal Philatelic Society's collection, is with others saticipating their 
arrival in London with no small degree of satisfaction, ‘They rank with tHe 
best of the relics of early Philately still extant, and, having played a 
Conspicuous part upon the stage of public affairs in the historical days when

TPHOUGH the Dutch Church at Chinsurah is the oldest building in 

Bengal used for’ the worship of the Anglican’ Chuech, the history 
of that body in Bengal starts at the neighbouring town of Hughii, where 
factory of the East India Company was established in 1660. To this Station 
the first Anglican chaplain in Bengal—the Rev, John Evans—was posted in 
1678, as chaplain of the Bay; he served at Haghli until the factory was tem- 
porally abandoned in 1684. Evans’ life is fully treated by Archdeacon Hyde 
in his Parochial Aunals of Bengal, The Author of the Hughti District 
Gasctteor (1909) says that a chapel existed here im 1679 and gives Hyde as 
fis authority, Asa mattor of fact Hyde gives an account of the chapel and 
Services at Surat in 1633, and suggests that this represents the ideal at which 
Evans was aiming. {t is probable, however, that = room in the factory was at 
first used for divine service, anil this idea is supported by a book published 
at Delhi abiont 1680 Zurihh-i-Khaji Khan (quoted by Col, Crawford 1.M.S. 
en this point in his Brief History of the Hughlé District 1903) which says 
‘In the churches of the English who ate: also. Christians, there are no 
figures sct up a8 idols, ‘The writer of these pages has frequently visited 
these plices and has conversed with their learned meti, and records what 
he has seen.” ‘This passage follows immediately on a description of the 
Portuguese at Hughili, and the Bandel Priory, andl may refer to an English 
hapeli Evans returned home in 1689 and was made Bishop of Bangor and 
later of Meath. He had amassed 4 large fortune in India which enabled, him 
to'become'a founder and benefactor of the S.P.G. and S,P.C.K. 

‘The New East India Company occupied Hughli from 1699-1704 and a 
chaplaia was stationed here for a time until it was}finally abandoned after the 
union of the two Companies in Bengal, 

Clinisurah the chief Bengal factory of the Dutch East India Com- 
pany was founded about 1636, The place where the first Dutch services 
were held is not mentioned, noris there any cecord of any Dutch pastor 
being here. ‘The station applied to Negapatam for a pastor in 1742, 
but there was not one available, Chaplains were regularly appointed for 
their south Indian-stations by the Dutch, but at Chinsurah services were 
regularly conducted by am official known as the “Zeckentrouster” or 
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“Consoler of the Sick,” who read public prayers, visited the sick, aod buried, 
the dead. Baptisms and Marriages are sald by Joseph (Calcutta Renieal) to 
have been perfornted by Ue Eoglish Clergy, from Caleutta. 

The Church at Chinsurah is a building of three distinct ages. The eastiest 
part is the tower at the south end which was bailt by J. A. Schiterman i 
1742 (not as Wilson, Bengal Inscriptions 1896, says, 1747). Schitermam, 
who was Director or Governor of Chinsurih is the traditional builder of the 
Commissioner's house formerly occupiod by the Directors, A slabs was found 
at the base of the Church (ower in1g07, which his the inseription. 

"Gebow Wor. J- A. Schiterman 
Road Eatrordiiar Van Nederlands 
India en Director De Ser Bengalase 
Directie & & Anno 1742." 

This tower was 72 feet high and had a steeple, a chiming clock and bell 
init, ‘The steople and the upper part of the tower tell in the eyelone of 
October sth 1864. 

A tower ie drawn in the lower left hind corner of Fr. J. Tiefentaller’s 
picture of Chitanral in 1765. ‘This, from its position, seems to be the church 
tower, and shows it before the church was added, The tower aid the charch 
(without the outer aisle) aze shown in Hodges’ print of the “Dutch Station at 
Chinsurah 1806” seo Bengal : Past & Present Voli V), 

‘The second part of the building is the nave of the church which isan 
votagonal structure thirty-eight feet high, fifty-eight feet tong and thirty: leat 
eight inches wide, The walls of this part of the church and the tower are 
aft 8 inches thick The building was added to the tower in 1767 by Sie 
George Vernet. 

Wilson gives a few particulars of Vernet's carder. He was born in 
Gravenhage in 1711 and was in his youth a Court page of Louis XV 
Coming to India betore 1750 he was second of council at Kalkapur in 4956; 
where he assisted the English fugitives from Kassimbasar and became « 
friend of Hastings and Watts. He was Director of Bengal 1765-70 and died 
at Batavia in 1775, A batchment to his memory. exists in Chinsurah ehuirch, 
and «tombstone in the Cemetery (Wilioa No. 457) to the memory. of 
Mn. HA. Borwater who died in 1794 records that she was “the relict 
of Hon'ble George. Louis Vernet Ci-divant Directar of the Duteh E. 1, Com. 
pany in Bengal.! 

‘The date of building the church is recorded om a medallion over the 
original east doot which reads "Ad waicrem Def yloriam edificare jusslt 
G, Vernet A.D, 1767" (Wilson No, 424);

Datch churches in/India: These have survived with a little modification at

here. At the opposite end, under the tower was another ratseit space also 
railed in, in which were the seats of the ‘consistory" (or “vestry"") of the 
church, and the official seat of the Dirertor of the Settlement. Alter riiag the 
church, was adapted for Anglican services, the aliar being prt inviile the 
rails at the North end, the pulpit and. reading desk outside them. The 
Opposite ypace was used by the military authorities to accomnjodite the band 
of the Depot, until the troops from the station, were removed. {n 1870, the 
PW.D. took over the church, and about 1880 the platforms and the seats 
in the sige were removed, the door to the vestry was blocked up, and 
the present arrangements made to suit the necessities of the diminished 
European population. 

The first minister of the church was the famous Rev, J. Z. Kiernander 
who seitied at Chinsurnh iv 1789 and was appointed Chaplain on Rs. 25 
4 month, He ceased to be chaplain on the English occupation in 1795. 
Chinsurah was occupied by the English from 1795 to 18th September s8t7, 
when it was given back to the Dutch; during thie time the London 
Missionary Society worked in the station and the church. was used by the 
Rev. Nathaniel Forsyth from 1798-1816. Forsyth's work is recorded on his 
tombstuce in Chinsurah Cemetery (Wilson No, 470) in terms, which while 
paying’ high tribute to his work, “as the first sralous and Protestant 
‘Minister of Chinsursh” nre scarcely kind to hin more famous predecessor. 
‘The SG. began mission work st Chinsurah in 1823, just previous to its 
final surrender by the Dutch and continued until 1857. The Dutch finally 
handed over the settlement on +7th March 1824, in eachange fur Sumatra,

tomb were handed over to the Bishop of Calentta. The Militury Department 
took over thr Duteh Barracks and added considernbly (o thers establiphing « 
Wepdt for invalids, and newly arrived drafts. About this time 1825-1835 the 
outer aisle of the church was built. It is octagonal in shape and surrounds the 
original church except for the tower. The aisle is to ft, wide and 27 M. high, 
the walle are 2 ft. thick. The poreh was also added-at the same time. The 
fact that this aiste is a later addition is not stated im print, but there ix a 
local (ruditioa that it was so; alto Hodges’ print, already mentioned, shows 
the church without the external aisle, and the types of building of the 
two aisles. are quite distinct. The addition of the aisle increased the 
seating rxpacity, and Archdeacon Pratt gives it 2s 670 in 1847 which must 
fhave taxed the accomodation of the church to the full. Governinent stationed 
‘aichaplain at Chinstrah from 1826 to 1873 when the place became an out- 
station, of Barrack pur until 1906, and after that of Howrah.

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‘The internal fittings of the churel are of some interest, the most 
important of them being the series of fourteen hatchments which are fixed to 
the walls of the church, As tem af themare older than the church, this ts. 
certainly not their original position, but it Is probable that they were ti the 
fort: The inscriptions are given fa full with the heraldic description of the 
arnis by Wilson, (Bengal Inscriptions, Nos, 414-433 atid 435-45 J The 
other fittings of the chureh are not of the same interest. ‘The fort is «black 
serpentine block which according to tradition was brought franv'England and 
given to the church in the early days of the English occupation. tn the 
garden are two old guns forming ihe bases of the landards, which 
tradition destires to date from the times of the Dutch.

compromise with the party who pretends to hava'heen injured by him. The 
furkarvaks gallty of the uttempt of exacting money shall be punished: the

‘The evening before Iileft Calcatta Mr. Hastings asked me what time I 
judged might be sufficient to enable you to close the concern you had charge 
of at Mirzapur, and upon my answering fi was impossible for me to fix a 
particular period, but that 1 was certain you would conclude the adventure 
as soon as possible; and my repeating my request for your continuing in 
Bulwan Singh's country he answered, “Well! 1 give my permission but 
depend Mr. Barwell upon your word that Mr. Oliver interferes not the least 
swith Opium," [ replied I thought I knew. you sufficiently lo stand engaged 
for your canduct, and in consequence passed my promise, You should 
decline opium, salt petre or any other article of commerce he might be 
inclined to interdict you, but he only repeated opium, and as salt petre was 
mentioned by me, and not noticed by him, 1 am dubious if the Council have 
any provision of It making for them; if not, (which you will find on enquiry), 
you iiay then purchase salt petre. None of the articles in your letter will 
sell for a.profit here. A remittance jn bills I would prefer to bullion, if the 
exchange Is reasonable and term of payment 20 days sight, Shawls of sorts, 
if us cheap as those purchased two yoars past, will answer very well, and you 
may buy 40 or 50,000 Rupces worth, but remember the major part should be 
fine shawls and as many of them as you ¢an get white, or the brawn colour 
the Hindoos wear. Purple, red, dlingey yellow are bad and unsaleable colours. 
You need not mention to any one the permission you have to continue at 
Mirzapur as it may give rise to application from other quatters and can do 
you no good.

Inattention to this particular, of 
‘course, will subvert the very end which-a merchant must have in tiew, and 
‘once lost sight of, he will find his pursuit of jrofit entirely disappointed, 
Mr. Grueber, wlien he speaks of the benevolent intentions of the Company 
that enjoin encouragement to be given to the manufacturer, says “every one 
must know that a Chief invested with the authority at the Company may 
have goods at what price he pleases," and how far this is consistent with such 
intention be makes a question. With me, I confess It is pot a question. 1 
consider the scope of the order to be founded in reason, and that while the 
Company expect justice (for in that sense | receive the word encourngesient) 
to be done to the manufacturer, they doubtless order it with # due considera. 
tian to themselves, for it would be an absurdity to suppose such injunctions 
were given to encourage imposition or exactions on themselves. The manulac- 
turers are to be protected and are to be encouraged by receiving the dies of 
their labor, Those who are at their bead, the public may be assured, never will 
pay them more than their just wages; and that the enhanced peices at which 
‘gooils of every denomination now stand, and to whatever pitch they may be 
bereaiter increased, will tend very little to benefit the fabricator. In all countries

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this is the case, for it is the interest of those who conduct manufactures inv 
all countries to raise the price; but that their workmen will be little if 
anything the better for the superior’s gain, is a fact of which everyone who 
has made the least observation must be a competent jodge. Tho demand, of 
course, almost becomes unnecessary, that the lubourer io the manufactures 
‘eatablished in all countries caw haye very little interest in enhancing the price 
Of the manufactures; for as they have not the means of purchasing the 
materials they fabricate, they must submit to the terms of those who can furnish 
them with the materials or the means of purchasing the materials, and be content 
with the wages merited by their labour ; and bere it ix my purpose to note that 
an equitable and moderate encouragement must be as much the interest of 
those who stand in need of the art of the workinen, ax it is the worknian's 
interest to labor when he finds equitable encouragement. Anything more 
than this, instead of being benefical to the manufactures of a country, would 
be directly coutrary, because in proportion to the facility with which thiu 
class of people should be placed above the necessity of labouring, the 
incitement to follow their vocations would be less strong, their attention 
would be devoted to pursuits more agreeable to the independence of thelr 
situations, and they would be lost to the public by declining to labour in 
this particalar branch to which their talents are ailapted. 

‘When I recur to the benevolent intentions of the Company, and your 
Fegulatious which have promulgated these intentions throughout the Pro- 
Vinces, and consider that the necessaries of life are little, Ul anything, raised 
in price, while every species of goods fabricated are 70 per cent above the 
rates at which they were vended in 1766, 1 am confirmed in my opiaion of the 
justness of my position that the manufacturer Iras not, nar cat be benefited 
in the Jeast proportionate degree to the difference in price of the articles he

the necessities of the Company, The defolls, ott. engiged for the public 
investment, ns well as the merchants, boing fully sensible that goods mint 
bbe provided to load the ships to be returned to Europe, are led by similar 
views, ‘The first in parsuit of their views lave naturally delivered goods 
atan enhanced prico and of bad manufacture in order that they might be 
retumed wpot their hands, and sold by them to the merchants, while the 
merchants knowing the necessities of the Company have been equally fed 
to purchase such rejected yoods at a premium of the defo/te, well aware that 
‘evory disappointment the public experienced would in the end insure a. sale 
to thei, a8 the ships could not be returned without cargoos, and that to 
‘complete their loading tha public would be under an obligation to take such 
gools as were offered. Thus it would ever have been the interest of the 
dilelis \o lower the fabrics and the merchants to offer more for their goods, 
sengible, as 1 have already reimasked, that the Company mut ithe end 
reimburse them and be forced to give a further advance upoa making the 
purchase. 

Having premised this, t conceive it is but equltable that the Company 
should stand in the place of the dé/otls and intermediate agents, that the 
manufacturers should be in the immediate employ of the public, and, instead 
‘of being in. the service of jndividuals engaging to supply the public, be its 
direct agents, that they should receive every support and indulgence the 
nature of their youttion entitles them to, and that no merchant of whatever 
denomination should be permitted to hold commerce with those weayers who 
are engaged in, the public service, that the cloths fabricated which are not 
of the Company's assortments or fit for the Europe market, shall be 
brought to the public Aawts and there disposed, bnt that no private merchant 
shall engage a weaver fu his service by advances of dadney, but that all shall 
make thelr patchases in the public bazar wliere the gots may be exposed 
to sale, This will give a fie and just opportunity to every weaver who can 
fabricate and bring ‘his own goods to market to obtaln the utmost they will 
sell for, at the same time it will prevent the manuficturer who works wp the 
material he is furnished yeith from the Company's advances from exposing 
to aale an article in which he has no other property thaa the wages of is 
Jaboar, or delivering auch article to the dede/? o¢ picar, who accounts with him 
barely for ls wages and makes an advantage: to himself at the expence 
of the public. 

Having exptessed my thoughts on this important object, it depends, upan. 
your determination how far the plan proposed is eligible and may be eared 
into execution, but in my judgment while the interast of every individual Is 
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permitted to. operate against the public purchases by dadwey, auclt 
purchases had better not bo made; for unless the labar of the manufacturer
